*s Rapid transit is the chief question before 
the pablic at this time,” he said yesterday. 
‘‘ In New York elevated roats admittedly do 
not emeet the requirements of the situa- 
tion and the citizens of that city 
are now being asked to authorize the munic- 
ipality to participate in the construction 
of a line which will solve the difficulties.

Of the remain- 
ing eight the United States Sugar Refining 
company of Waukegan is the youngest, It 
was begun three years ago, but run only six 
months. It was the direct outgrowth of the 
pool which efforts are now making to revive. 
The 'conditions which led to the formation of 
that pool are similar to those which now 
exist. 
‘Formation of the Sugar Trust. 


In 1890 the various manuf&cturers began 
to discuss among themselves a way of increas- 
ing their profits. The products of corn had 
been greatly multiplied in the life of the in- 
dustry, but prices, under the influence of a 
sharp competition, had fallen steadily, until 
it was claimed there was no money in the 
business. At a meeting held in Chicago 
it was agreed to form a pool, and 
within a few weeks all the details 
were completed. An office was rented 
in this city, anda man was placedin charge 
whose chief duty was to call the manufactur- 
ers together once a month. The pool agree- 
ment fixed the output and settled prices to 
consumers. The territory,of each manufac. 
turer was defined and statements of the con- 
dition of the business of each plant were pro- 
vided for. Agents were appointed who trav- 
eled from one plant to another examining 
books and verifying statements which had 
been made, and penalties were fixed 
for infractions of the various 
imposed, At the monthly meetings 
the general condition of the business and the 
way in |which the agreement was being ob- 
served were discussed and any changes neces- 
sary to strengthen she clutch of the pool upon 
the trade were made. 

For a year the pool worked smoothly and 
prices were boosted 50 per cent; plants which 
before complained that they made no money 
had a “‘satisfactory”’ profit on their balance 
sheets. More than one set of men turned 
longing eyes at the glucose’ business, and 
one erowd of capitalists determined to 
have atry atit themselves. They built the 
United States ; sugar refining works at Wau- 
kegan. It was absorbed in the pool, as a 
matter of course, but just about that time 
symptoms of irouble appeared in the pool for 
the first time. 


4 Trouble Invades the Pool. 


At one of the monthly meetings one of the 
refiners made the ¢harge that his territory 
was being invaded by another manufacturer 
who was cutting prices. The trouble was 
smoothed over for a time, but a month later 
fresh charges of the same kind were made. A 
few weeks after that the Chicago Sugar 
Refining company, then as now the biggest 
giucoge concern in the country, electrified the 
members of the pool with a notice of with. 
drawal. An effort was madé to secure a re. 
consideration of the move, but it was in vain. 
Other plants gave similar notice and:in the 
early part of 1891 the pool collapsed. 

There was an instant breakin prices. They 
smashed down from) the artificial figures to 
which the pool had boosted them to a level in 
instances below the quotations which ruled 
prior to the formation of the pool. In the 
three years since prices have continued to de- 
cline. At the present time they average 20 
to 30 per cent lower than the scale of 1889. 

Since 1891 immense improvements have 
been made in the manufacture. New ma- 
chinery has been introduced with results 
which have increased the number of products 
of corn and lowered the cost. At 
the World’s Fair the Chicago Sugar 
Refining company exhibited thirty-three dis-

DISASTROUS FIRE ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Two Buildings Destroyed with a Loss of 
Over $50,000, 

A fire started in the rear of No, 51 Canal 
street at 4:30 this morning. 

The building is ovcupied' by the Irwin 
Weish company, manufacturers of hydraulic 
machines. The fire soon spread to No, 53, 
occupied by B. F. Gump, for manufacturing 
purposes. 

A 2-11 alarm was promptly sent in, owing 
to the proximity ofa block of buildings and 
the dangerous location of the fire. This was 
at once followed by a 3-11, which brought a 
full quarter of the department to the scene. 
The buildings are four story brick 
and run back 120 feet. The fire 
soon crept to the second and third 
floors and was bursting from the windows of 
the fourth floor when the last alarm was sent 
in. 

At 5 o'clock the fire had a full sweep of the 
two buildings and bad caused a loss of about 
$50,000. By hard work it was kept from 
spreading. The police think 1t was of incen- 
diary origin.

Massii10n, O., Jan. 27.—When J. S, Coxey 
announced the other day that he would organ- 
ize an army and march from Ohio to Wash- 
ington to demand the issue of $500,000,000 
of Treasury notes the declared purpose was 
looked upon as the whimsical idea of a rich 
man very much in earnest. : The unvarnished 
fact is, however, that Coxey is spending a 
great deal of money in shaping this’ program 
for practical execution, Coxey said today:

MAGUIRE OF GALIFORNIA HAS A 
HENRY GEORGE PLAN, 


By His Peculiar Scheme He Thinks the 
Government Could Annually Kaise 
About $62,500,000—Important Bill to 
Protect Pensioners Is Presented=—Chi- 
cago Congressmen Advocate a New Post- 
office Building — Republican Senators 
Discuss the Admission of New States, 


Wasurinaton, D. C,, Jan. 27.—The bill in- 
troduced by Representative Maguire of Cali- 
fornia * to provide increased revenue by a di- 
rect tax on the value of landin the United 
States,”’ is in the line of putting into execu- 
tion the theories of Henry George, one of 
whose ardent disciples Mr. Maguireis. It 
provides that “a direct tax of $62,500,000 
($1 for every inhabitant of the United States 
acedrding to the census of 1890) be annually 
laid upon the United States, apportioned 
among the States and Territories, including 
the District of Columbia, according to 
their respective populations; that the 
shall be assessed upon all 
land, exclusive ahd irrespective of improve- 
ments (all public and State lands to be ex- 
cepted); that the assessment shall be made 
on the lst of March annually; that for the 
purpose of taxation under this act every 
mortgage on real estate shall be treated and 
ussessed as an interest in the ‘and therein de- 
scribed ; and the tax on the proportion of land 
value, represented by the amount due on the 
mortgage, shall in all cases bea primary 
charge against the mortgagee, but shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the land, for the satisfac- 
tion of which such land may be sold as here- 
inafter provided; and in case the mortgagee 
shall fuil to pay the proportion of the. tax 
falling upon his mortgage at least thirty days 
before such tax shall become delinquent 
the owner of the land shall pay such 
tax and will thereupon be entitled to 
have a partial satisfaction of such 
mortgage to the extent of. such tax. 
Any contract or stipulation in any mortgage 
hereafter executed for the payment by the 
mortgager of the taxes levied upon any mort- 
gage interest in land, under thagrovisions of 
this act, or any part or portion of such taxes, 
shall render such mortgage wholly void, and 
no suit or action shall be maintained in any 
court for the foreclosure or enforcement of 
such mortguge.”’ 

The bill provides for the appointment by the 
President of an assessor and collector for 


each State and Territory to assess and collect | 


the tax, with a ‘provision that the States may 
pay their proportion of the tax through their 
own officers to the ‘l'reasurer of the United 
States. If they elect thus to do a deduction 
of 15 per cent is authorized. ‘The bill is very 
long, but most of the text is a description of 
the methods to assess and collect the tax. 


MEASURE TO PROTECT PENSIONERS. 
Broderick Offers a Bill to Prevent 
Malicious Intermeddling. 

Wasuineron, D, (., Jan. 27.—In the House 
today Mr. Broderick of Kansas introduced a 
bill intended to prohibit the malicious inter. 
meddling with pensions and claims for pen- 
sions. Among other things the bill provides 
that it shall be unlawful for any officer of the 
Pension “Bureau to institute any  of.- 
ficial action to suspend any pen- 
sion, or consider in deciding any 
pension claim any report from any person 
regarding an application for pension unless 
the same is in writing signed by the makers. 
Where any pension is suspended or claim re- 
jected, or where steps are being taken to sus- 
pend @ pension on an application of the pen- 
sioner or his claimant the Commissioner of 
Pensions shall, without charge, cause the cer- 
tified copy of any report filed in the 
Pension Bureau to given to 
them, which shall be evidence in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 
That any person who shail knowingly make 
or sign and file in the Pension Bureau or with 
its agent a false letter, etc,, regarding any 
pension or claim shall be liable for damages 
tothe party injured,and shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor punished by a fine 
of not exceeding $500 or by imprisonment 
not exceeding six months; provided, that 
no prosecution shall lie against 
any regularly appoin and commissioned 
agent of the Pension u. That in exam- 
inations for suspension or rerating all evi- 
dence taken by agents shall be written, signed 
by the witnesses, and filed in the Pension 
Bureau; ar.d any agent of the bureau who 
refuses or neglects to comply with this sec- 
tion shail be immediately dismissed from 
public service.

PENSION APPROPRIATION REDUCED, 


The Amount Reported Is $15,000,000 Less 
than for This Year.

Report of the Court of Inquiry Touching 
His Desertion of the Nipsic. 

Wasuineton, D, C., Jan, 27.—Secretary 
Herbert today made public the findings of the 
Court of Inquiry and his views thereon in the 
case of Lieut, Richard G. Davenport, U.S. N., 
who asked fora “ court of honor” to pass 
upon his conduct while acting as navigating 
officer of the Nipsic, when that war vessel was 
wrecked during the great Stmoan hurricane 
in March, 1889. At the inquiry offi- 
cers testified that he had set a _ bad 
example to the crew in a time 
danger by stripping off his clothes and jump- 
ing overboard and swimming to shore, but 
the court finds a number of circumstances 
which, it says, must bear very strongly in 
mitigation of his conduct. The court, how- 
ever, is of the opinion that ‘the 
applicant failed in his duty at 
time, and his conduct was unbecoming 
an officer of the navy. In this opinion the 
court 1s emphatic. It cannot swerve from 
the broad principle on which the morale of 
naval discipline rests. An officer must at all 
times show in himself an example which his 
inferiors may emulate. [n abandoning the 
ship the third senior officer on board should 
be among the last to leave. In this case the 
evidence is perfectly clear that the applicant 
was the first to land from among all those re- 
maining on board after the cutter had been 
dispatched with the sick.” 

secretary Herbert in approving the proceed- 
ings reviews the circumstances of the | whole 
case exhaustively and suins up his views in the 
following concluding paragraph: 

The department is of the~ opinion that 
Lieut. Davenport would have set a much better 
example to the men of the crew and contributed 
more to good order and military discipline if he 
had not aeeey himself as soon as he did. 
Further than this the department finds no unbe- 
coming conduct on the part of this officer; and it 
is always to be remembered that the concurrent 
testimony of his superior officers, Rear Admiral 
Kimberly, Commander Mullan, and Lieut.

NEW TULANE UNIVERSITY BUILDINGS.

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Two Young Foreigners of Like Power Give 
Successfal Tests. 

‘A new process of mind-reading is being de- 
veloped in Chicago by two young foreigners 
who met,at the World's Fair last summer. 
Frank Hagen, a Norwegian, was there in 
charge of an exhibit in the Danish section. 
One day Richard Foss, a'visitor from Copen- 
hagen, was looking over some of the displays, 
when he met Mr. Hagen. They soon became 
friends, then daily companions, and finally 
the attachment became so strong that they 
took rooms together. Unconscious of any 
unusual mental communication, each fre- 
quently told the other what he was thinking 
about. Then they began testing their powers 
and soon found it an easy matter to read each 
other’s thoughts at any time or place. This 
discovery surprised and excited the young 
men. The only explanation they could give 
of the strange circumstance was that their 
brains wereas telephones at opposite ends of 
an invisible wire. 

“To them it was neither an art nor a 
science, but an unexplainable phenomenon, 
a mysterious .freak of nature. R. , 
Fugi, World’s Fair correspondent of 
the Copenhagen Daily News, learned 
of the discovery and determined to have them 
apply their gifts to artistic and scientific uses, 
Asa result they are now practicing with a 
vie v to giving public exhibitions. As the use 
of signs and signals seemingly cuts no figure 
in the matter practice is not necessary. 

The two men gave a number of tests in the 
presence of reporters for THe TRIBUNE yes- 
terday afternoon which were successful and 
satisfactory. Mr. Foss did the thinking and 
Mr. Hagen the reading. It makes \no 
difference which thinks or which 
reads, as both have similar powers. 
The first test was with a $2 bill. After look- 
ing at it Mr. Foss faced his companion stand- 
ing twenty feet away. who readily told the de- 
nomination of the bill and also the number 
of it. Then Mr. Foss was shown a one cent 
piece of Canadian money, dated 1884, and 


within one minute Mr. Hagen said what it 


was, giving correctly the country, amount, 
and year. Similar tests were made with other 
articles, objects, and words. 

Every effort was made to detect a system 
of signals between the two men either through 
movements of the body, the lips, hands, or 
feet, but the result was always the same. At 
the beginning Mr. Foss sat on the corner 
of a table in such position that he could swing 
one foot. Then, by request, he stood erect in 
the center of the room. It was thought his 
body swayed as a means of signalizing, where- 
upon he was asked to lean against the wall so 
as to be motionless. While in this position 
the best results were obtained. In quick suc- 
cession Hagen said he was thinking of a 
medal, the words ** Macbeth,” * dog,” “ cat,” 
‘*man,” ** show,” all of which had been fixed 
in the thinker’s mind, Believing that Mr. 
Fug! might have some influence as a go- 
between agent he was asked to retire from the 
room and did so, while several tests 
were tried, with the same success as when he 
was present. Mr. Fugl thinks these young 
men have hit upon the brain communication 
that Edison has been trying to discover, and he 
calis it mentalegraphy. ‘There is no joining 
of hands in order to create a, brain current, 
no blindfolding, no contact of any kind. One 
man simply fixes the object or the word or the 
subject in his mind and the other at once tells 
what it is.

MonrTeEvipz0, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Jan. 27,—[Copyright, 1894, by James Gor- 
don Bennett.}—The correspondent in Rio 
Janeiro rénds word that the insurgents in the 
bay fired yesterday on the American barks 
Julia Rollins and Fantee. They also stopped 
a German sailing vessel, having powder on 
board for the government, from being towed 
out of the harbor, ard in addition fired upon 
several boats fiying the colors of foreign 
nations, 

A conference of all the foreign naval com- 
manders inthe bay was accordingly called. 
The result of their deliberations has not been 
announced, but. the German squadron was 
represented in this council for the first time. 

It was learned today at the custom-house in 
Rio that the European warships some time 
ago guaranteed to protect goods on ships in 
the bay from seizure: but not to protect the 
ships carrying them from the fire of the rebel 
or government gunners, This arrangement 
was unknown to Capt, Pickwg er United 
States Minister Thompson, it is said, and 
shows plainly, it is asserted, the feeling of the 
European representatives there toward the 
United States, 

There was a secret conference on board the 
San Francisco Jan. 23 between Admiral 
Saldanha da Gama and President Peixoto’s 
Secretary. Admiral Bonham was present, 
and an arrangement of the difficulty is pos- 
sible, 

Peixoto’s fleet, which had rendezvoused 
near Bahia, sailed Jan. 23, and it is reported 
has reached Rio. The America and Nictheroy 
are bound for Montevideo to join the Bahia, 
Tiradentes. and Santos, 

Wasutnaton, D. C,, Jan. 27.—Secretary 
Herbert received today a cable message from 
Admiral Benham at Rio, but it contained no 
reference to his‘having been asked to act as 
mediator between the Brazilian Government 
and its rebellious Admiral.

Gutlohn «& Co, closed its doors, 
According to the affidavits which were read in 
court the defendants started in business in 
this city last spring as manufacturers of fur 
capes and muffs, with a branch house in Phila- 
deiphia, where they had been engaged ina 
similar business. De Wolf and Gutlohn ar- 
ranged to have a factory started in this city. 
Landsberg launched out at the same time as a 
wholesale dealer in furs. To the mercantile 
world the-latter was supposed to have no con- 
nection with the former firm. Through 
Landsberg, the affidavits say, the de- 
fendants succeeded = in getting good 
ratings from the mercantile agencies. 
Messrs. Hirsfield & Meyers, furriers, of 
London, it was set forth, were induced to sel! 
a large bill of goods on easy termsto the New 
York house. Then Landsberg went to Paris. 
where he met Mr. Passavant, and, upon the 
same terms, induced the latter to ship to 
Messrs. D. Gutlohn & Co. more than fifty 
cases of furs valued at more than $30,000. 
From various firms in this city and from other 
European firms D. Gutlohn & Co., it is al- 
leged, succeeded in stocking their store, and, 
incidentally, the place of Landsberg, with 
more than $140,000 worth of furs, 
silk linings, and other goods, 
When D. Gutlohn & Co, failed Landsberg, 
Master & Co. of London, Charles M. Lands- 
berg of this city, and the’ branch house in 
Philadelphia also closed their doors, The en- 
tire matter will, it is said, be catled to the at- 
tention of the District-Attorney. The affi- 
davits further set forth that on several occa- 
sions when consignments of furs arrived from 
Europe the rirm of Gutiohn & Co. had them 
sent at once to one or more auction houses in 
this city where they were disposed of for what- 
ever cash they would bring.

CITY COUNCIL PASSES RESOLUTIONS 
ON THE DEAD ALDERMAN. 


An Address Is Made by His Collescue, 
Ald.

J.H. Gable of Denver, Colo., yesterday 
identified the body of his son, which had been 
recovered from the lake.

Gable, who disa ppeared Nov. 4. 
A feature of this case is that 
young Gable once figured asa possibility in 
the Wilmette case. This was owing to the 
strong facial resemblance between B. F, Ga- 
ble and Paul Logan, the burglar who was 
shot at Wilmette. This resemblance was 
strong enough to deceive even Gable’s father. 

Nearly two months ago Mr. Gable was in 
Chicago prosecuting the search for his son. 
He was skewn a picture of the dead body of 
Logan, and at once identified it as that of his 
son. Wishing to make sure, Mr. Gable was 
taken to the county morgue and shown 
the body of Logan. Again he said he 
believed the body was that of his son. Only 
one thing puzzled him, and that was the size 
of the body. Next day the body was weighed 
and measured, it was heavier and taller thaa 
Mr. Gable’s son, and the father renewed the 
search for the missing boy. The body which 
he yesterday identified is bloated and swollen, 
but Mr. Gable says he feels sure it is that of 
his son. He will take the body to Denver for 
burial,

GREAT FIRE IN A JAPANESE VILLAGE, 


Over 100 Houses Burned—Governor of a 
Corean Province Attacked, 

San Franotsco, Cal., Jan. 27.—The steamer

One hundred and twenty-four houses, thirty 
godowns, and a temple were destroyed by fire 
in the Japanese Village of Kaga Dec, 24.

The Baltimore, the flagship of the Asiatic 
squadron, arrived at Yokohama from Hong- 
kong Jan, 10.

Peculiarities of Their Style, and the Physi- 
. gal Differences Apparent=How They 
Met at San Francisco and the Tactics of 

- EacheThe Present Match, Conditions, 

and Prospects of It Being Pulled ofr 
Abroad=Money Already Up. 

Between June 10 and 26. James J. Corbett 
and Peter Jackson will meet and determine 
the question of pugilistic supremacy. If this 
match ig brought toa decision it will be the 
greatest event in the annals of boxing. Cor- 
bett is now the undisputed champion /of 
America. He obtained the title when he de- 
feated John L. Sullivan, but there were those 
who denied him the honor, averring he had 
overthrown a man who was stale, dissipated, 
and aged. The defeat of ‘Charley Mitchell 
has cuused a wonderful change of opinion, 
and now few persons will dispute the declara- 
tion that the Californian is a veritable pugil- 
istic wonder. 

His tactics against Sullivan, of an extreme- 
ly cautious character, even after he had 
demonstrated ability to land wherever he 
chose and to avoid Sullivan’s attacks with 
equal facility, failed to enlighten many as to 
his real rgpabilities. What he could do

against a clever man in a slashing encounter 
was unanswered until Thursday. There is no 
gainsaying that Mitchell is clever. He was 
outclassed in height, weight, and reach, and 
probably skill, but his cléverness gave hiin- 
self and his admirers confidence. He had 
tried himself in many ways against many of 
the leading heavyweights of the world, and 
believed he had through others obtained a 
good line'on Corbett. It was this belief that 
made him make the match and struggie that 
ended so disastrousty. 


Corbett’s Great Displav of Energy. 


Corbett surprised the Englishman and 
every body else by the energy he displayed and 
its result. It took twenty-one rounds of 
measured, careful work to gain a verdict over 
Sullivan, Three furious rounds lowered the 
colors of the British champion. Strange as it 
may appear nearly evervbody interested in 
pugilism estimated Corbeti’s qualities by his 
showing against Sullivan, exciusively, his 
sixty-one round draw with Peter Jackson 
being ignored or considered ‘nsignificant. 
The impression created by that contest was 
reflected by the oddsiof 3 to 1 on Sullivan 
when he faced Corbett. Had Jackson been 
in Corbett’s place the odds on Sullivan would 
probably have been just as large. Sullivan 
wag the ideal fighter of the period, and was 
presumed to furnish|a championship stand- 
ard to which all othets might aspire and none 
attain. Hence Corbett and Jackson, on an 
equal standing becduse of their draw, were 
considered with pity or contempt when their 
names were mentioned at the same time as 
that of the great John L. Now that Corbett 
has proven he outclasses all previous ideals

Both are ex- 
ceedingly clever, but in attitude and action 
ee | are’almost as unlike 4s they are in color. 

Whatever advantage Corbett may have in 
height, is offset by the fact that he crouches 
somewhat when he puts his hands up, while 
Jackson stands almost perfectly erect. In 
build they furnish a striking contrast. Cor- 
bett isisymmetrical and evenly proportioned, 
without a single striking line or accumulation 
of muscle. Jackson has large feet and hands, 
heayy arms, a remarkable development of 
muscle on his chest and shoulders, and a waist 
comparatively so slight that when he first ap- 
peared in this country few believed he could 
stand many body blows or exhibit great en- 
durance. While Corbett is lithe, agile, and 
elastic, Jackson is, by comparison, slow. stolid, 
and powerful. Corbett. will make many 
feints and menacing motions without a lead, 
and does nearly all his work with a spring and 
dash. He gets in reach or out of danger 
witha bound. Jackson makes few wunneces- 
sary movements. His leads are determined, 
all his power being thrown into them. His 
length of stride enables him to step forward 
and land his left, with which he’ invariably 
strikes straight from the shoulder, Appar- 
ently the action is allin hig arms, his fvot- 
work seeming slow and awkward.

responds. He never ducks low, but simply 
throws his head to one side or back and it is 
safe. Body leads are also avoided with slight 
exertion, and whether his stomach is his 
vulnerable point remains to be determined, 
because nobody has yet been able to get 
solidly onto it often enough to cause 
visible effect. The manner in which he avoid- 
ed the heavy blows Joe McAuliffe and Slavin 
tried, to deal him attests his cleverness. Yet 
he does not look clever after one $ wit- 
nessed Corbett’s nervous and nimble work.

March 26 each party will put 
up $2,000 more. April 2 there will be a de- 
posit of $3.000 each, and May 27 the final 
$6,000 will be turned over. 

Corbett became an athlete while employed 
asaclerk ina bank. Jackson is a machinist, 
and while working at his trade learned to box, 
Both are intelligent and well behaved. Pro- 
fessionally they are fighters and actors, Cor- 
bett appears on the stage in “Gentleman 
Jim,” while his dusky rival is the stellar at- 
traction ofan **Uncle Tom’s Cabin” com- 
pany. On the stage Jackson has been the 
greater drawing card and has been doinga 
surprisingly profitable business. Corbett’s 
stage business has been only fairly successful, 
but he will probably coin money for the next 
few months. It is likely both will remain on 
the stage until April 1 and then go into train- 


ing. 

Jackson is already taking light exercise, 
His training methods are radically different 
from those of Corbett. He does no severe work, 
long walks being his chief exercise. Corbett 
can easily keepin good order from now until he 
begins doing hard work. That each man will 
train faithfully may beassured. Neither will 
take any chance of defeat for want of proper 
preparation. Corbett will get into condition 
more easily than Jackson, who is five years the 
elder and more convivial in his habits. 

Where the fight will take place is unsettled. 
There is a chance that it will be decided in 
London, as a club over there is sure to make 
a big bid for it, while the chance of bringing 
it off in the United States is decidedly slim.

Emperor William’s popularity, especially with 
the people of South Germany, who idolize 
Bismarck and who are now almost in open re- 
volt upon the question of wine tax. 

The Queen’s representations of all this 
through her representative in Berlin succeed- 
ed in persuading the Emperor to send the 
sudden invitation of this week. The writer 
has it upon the best authority that this is the 
explanation of Lord Rosebery’s frequently re- 
ported visitsto the Queen during the last 
fortnight. 

Bismarck’s only call yesterday outside of 
the palace was upon the Dowager Empress 
Frederick, Queen Victoria's daughter. 

The general feeling in Berlin today is to the

It was not'the less pleasant to know 
because it was uhexpected that the grand 
old man who was mainly instrumental 
in making the German Empire what it is 
today and the impetuous young ruler of that 
country, who had been so long at logger- 
heads, were once more on terms of friend- 
ship with each other. 
Talks with German Americans, 
Speaking for the: members of the race in 


general, some of the leading German-Ameri- | 


can citizens of Chicago remarked of the inci- 
dent as follows: 

Postmaster Hesing—I don’t know of any- 
thing that has happened for years which has 
given the German people more pleasure than 
the reconciliation of Bismarck and the young 
Emperor. Bismarck was idolized by the 
German people. They looked on him as the 
maker of the German Empire. and that to 
him more than to powder and bullets is due 
tue unification of the principalities which are 
now known as the German Empire. It 
was he who, out of a heterogeneous mass, 
formed a homogeneous people. To be treated 
as he has been by a hot-headed, impolitic 
young fellow like the present Emperor was 
not only unjust but actually insulting to the 
grand old man. For that reason 
thére is general rejoicing among the masses 
of the people, whose idol Bismarck is, at this 
tardy reconciliation. It was the superiority 
of Bismarck'’s brain power, not the army, 
that brought about the consolidation of the 
many States. The enthusiasm over this 
happy event has awakened a new spirit in the 
German Empire and wiildo much to allay 
the bitterness that is felt toward that young 
hotshead, William II. 

Corporation Counsel Harry Rubens—It is 
hailed with delight by Germans all over the 
world. They never would have felt that Bis- 
marck’s career had closed properly unless he 
was conciliated with the government of the 
country for which he had done more 
than any other man. Another feat- 
ure in which this reconciliation is of 
supreme importance is that with Bismarck 
notin accord with the government and its 
policy the German Government would not 
have been in as good condition in case of war, 
so far as its own people is concerned, as it is 
now. As long as Bismarck lives the German 
people would not have the confidence in the 
government when Bismarck expresses differ- 
ent views as it would have when he indorses 
the policy of that government. Should the 
threatened war break out now and Bismarck 
sanction a war the German people would be 
almost as much ofa unit in support of the 
government as they were in 1870, and he 
above all men could again arouse what he 
terms the *‘ furor Teutonicus,’’ and which he 
himself in his celebrated speech in the Reichs- 
tag declared as irresistible. 

Richard Michaelis, editor of Frie Presse— 
The Emperor William and Prince Bismarck 
In his young days 
the Emperor was a great admirer of Bismarck, 
but they eventually parted because Bismarck 
would not be the executor of the Emperor’s 
orders. The factiof the reconciliation does 
not, however, mean that Bismarck will ever 
be Chancellor again. That never will be, 
The mass of the people andthe persuasions 
of the Princes of |Hohenzollern and Bavaria 
have succeeded ini making the two great men 
drop their enmity,so that when Bismarck 
was invited to visitthe Emperor he did so, 
It was not a political affair, but was brought 
about by the admirers of both men, so that 
the greatest hero of the emipire and its ruler 
should be once more at peace with each 
other. The ‘fact ‘that the Emperor, the Em- 
press, and Bismarck dined all by themselves 
shows it was a friendly and nota political 
affair. 

Max Stern—It is a natural conclusion that 
the German people feel pleased that the recon- 
ciliation took place. I have always been of 
the opinion it could be no benefit to Germany 
that the very man who was the strength of the 
empire was left out of its fold, so to speak. 
The government needs the counsel of Bis- 
marck, and Chancellor von Caprivi will find 
his duties much easier afterthis. It will have 
a good effect for the government among the 
factions hostile to it in the Reichstag. The 
ex-Chancellor has been a pretty sick man, 
and through humane motives alone the Em- 
peror could not see him go to his grave with- 
out an effort at effecting a spirit of forgive- 
ness and peace between them.

Public events in Europe the last few days 
have been along pleasanter lines than for 
months past. Politics and war’s vague alarms 
no longer absorb public attention. Two boys, 
one in Egypt the other in Servia, have tried 
to givea melodramatic turn to the usually 
unimportant roles they play in the current 
human comedy, but they have not been taken 
too seriously. They were soon forgotten in 
the touching spectacle at Berlin, which 
warmed the hearts of all Europe. 

Only in Paris has there been any attempt 
to attach a sinister meaning to the reconcilia- 
tion of the Kaiser and Prince Bismarck. All 
Germany is unfeignedly delighted over the 
happy reunion, and the rest of Europe looked 
on with sympathetic interest and approval 
The jealous Frenchmen pretend to see in 
the event the first step toward winning away 
their new found Russian friends and argue, 
also, that the Emperor is unwilling to enter 
the impending war without the support of the 
‘‘ Tron Chancellor ”’ and/his friends. England 
sees no other significance to the incident than 
a worthy desire of the young Emperor not to 
allow the man to whom he owes his throne to 
go down to the grave unreconciled. His gra- 
cious and graceful act has certainly restored 
the Kaiser to a place in the affections of the 
German people which he almost sacrificed in 
the early months of his reign. 


Khedive Takes It All Back. 


The boy Khedive of Egypt has taken it back 
and said he did not mean it,so the English 
Government has withdrawn its threat of 
spanking. The incident bas much aggravated 
the Egyptian situation locally, but it has im- 
proved the British position before other powers. 
The exhibition of headstrong stupidity by the 
modern Pharaoh serves as an abundant ex- 
cuse for England to continue its protectorate 
until the lad develops ordinary discretion. 
The first suspicion that the Khedive was 
prompted by European mischief-makers to 
insult his unwelcome British guests is no 
longer held, in view of the utter folly of his 
outbreak. The matter is regarded merely as 
another proof of the incompetence of the 
youngster for serious responsibility of gov- 
ernment. Accounts agree that his renewed 
display of hostility toward the English will 
make the task of British supervision exceed- 
ingly difficult, and it may lead to serious 
native outbreaks. 

The Khedive’s silly conduct and the sad 
death of Sir Gerald Portal have upset an ad- 
mirable diplomatic arrangement. It was de- 
cided that Lord Cromer should go to St. 
Petersburg and that Sir Gerald Portal should 
eucceed him at Cairo, and the government 
was only awaiting Sir Gerald’s restoration to 
health to carry the arrangement into effect. 

Story Without Foundation. 

The Speaker, a weekly literary organ of 
Liberalism, endeavors to create a political 
sensation by announcing the discovery of a 
grand new Tory scheme designed to dish 
home-rulers..by the establishment of . five 
great national councils, two for England and 
one each for Ireland, Scotland, and Wales, 
with the endowment of an Irish Catholic uni- 
versity. The Speaker further declares the 
scheme has been submitted to the leaders of 
the Irish Nationalist party. It is probable 
this pretty story has been cabled to America 
with such a show of authority and assertive. 
ness that it set politicians here talking freely. 
It is, therefore, necessary to say that the 
whole thing is a fantastic fake. Its proud 
author is Barry O’Brien, a barrister journal- 
ist and the writer of several books on Irish 
politics which Mr. Gladstone has praised. 
O’Brien last night spent several hours trot- 
ting about Fleet street witha bundle of proofs 
and a mysterious air. He interviewed editors, 
hinted with bated breath ata triple author- 
ship of the scheme—Salisbury, Balfour, and 
Chamberlain; dropped a casual word about 
his friends, Redmond, Dillon, and Davitt, as 
though he had just left them; and planted his 
proofs with apparent reluctance at the pre- 
mature divulgence of a great state secret. 
Today Chamberlain pronounces the scheme 
unfounded, and the Irish leaders deaounce it. 

Plan to Build Great Ships. 


Balfour’s great speech advocating the crea- 
tion ofa new Cabinet Bureau for Imperial 
Defense is the only contribution of the week 
to the naval scare. The government naval 
program will be announced soon after Par- 
liament reassembles, but the latest forecast 
credits it with the intention to begin ships 
costing £7,000,000 this year. 

It has been again demonstrated this week 
that the new battle-ships are utterly unfitted, 
offensively and defensively, for the work ex- 
pected of them. Itis learned that the battle- 
ship Resolution, when going to join the chan- 
ne! squadron, rolled the maximum of the 
pendulum indicator in favorable weather. 
The Empress of India, the flagship of the 
channel squadron, attempted to practice its 
quick-firing guns the other day in a moderate 
swell and rolled forty degrees, while the first- 
class cruiser Narcissus was unable to use its 
guns and exposed several feet below its armor. 
It is learned that the Admiralty quietly has 
placed its sister-ship of thé Mediterranean 
squadron in dock ‘at Malta and is adding a 
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— of bulkheads in the hope of making it 
safe, 

Aside from the question of safety there 
seems grave reason to believe that the mod- 
ern British battleship would be at the mercy 
of an inferior enemy in any but the smooth- 
est seds. Sir Edward Reed, the famous naval 
expert, affirms as much in a long letter to the 
Cardiff Journal this week. 


Order in Italy and Sicily. 


The Rome correspondent writes that order 
has been nominally restored in Italy and 
Sicily, but it is doubtful if permanent peace 
has been secured. Troublés will probably 
recur 48 soon as the extra troops are removed. 
The only chance of pacifying the people is by 
establishing relief works, but the government 
is in such sore financial straits that money 
cannot be spared, although its cost would en- 
able a considerable reduction in the military 
expenciture. Things will doubtless improve 
in the spring, but meanwhile the poverty and 
the sufferings of the people are simply ap- 
palling. Misery reigne everywhere and in 


the remoter rural districts men, women, and 
children are dying daily of actual hunger. 

An idea of what is going on in the interior 
of Sicily may be gathered from the fact, of- 
ficially admitted, thattwo hundred persons, 
the entire population of the Village of Roghu- 
di, in Calabria, suddenly arrived at Cittanova 
Tuesday, ragged and shoeless, the younger 
men carrying the old folks and the women 
their children. Many were in a pitiable state 
of exhaustion. Several women had dead 
children in their arms, and two or three old 
men had died on the way. They declared they 
had left the village because an exodus was 
the only alternative to dying of starvation. 
There was nota scrap of food in the place 
— they left and nothing growing on the 
and,

Troubles of the Prince of Wales. 

It is a pity that some serious reports regard- 
ing the family of the Prince of Wales are not 
set at rest. Color is given to them by the 
fact that the Princess has avoided nearly all 
public functions for many months and is al. 
most never seen with her husband. She has, 
indeed, spent little time in the same house 
with him during the last year. It is generally 
understood she igs in a condition of almost 
chronic melancholy and the health of the 
Prince is said to leave much to be desired. 
Labouchere’s announcement that the Prin- 
cess is about to retire permanently from 
society has been promptly denied, but other 
and more widespread rumors have not re- 
ceived the quietus which should be applied. 

Will Sing for the Queen. 

The fame of the Welsh ladies’ choir which 
won prizes at Chicago has somewhat tardily 
reached royal ears, with the result that the 
Queen has invited the members to sing at 
Osborne Feb. 8. Her Majesty has been un- 
usually gay this season. There have been 
tableaux vivant, concerts, or theatricals 
every week since Christmas, anda stage has 
been especially fixed inthe Indian room,a 
gorgeous annex to Osborne, which was built 
ata cost of thousands of pounds, all taken 
from the royal privy purse. The Queen has 
definitely promised to attend the wedding of 
the Duke of Hesse and the Duke of Coburg’s 
daughter soon after Easter, and there is little 
doubt she willthen meet her affectionate 
grandson William. 

Balfour Favors Psychical Research, 


Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposition, dis- 
tinguished himself this week not only in the 
delivery of a strong series of political speeches 
but by openly advocatinga thorough scientific 
investigation of psychic or spiritualistic 
phenomena. He, as President of the Society 
for Psychical Research, said in an address yes- 
terday that he thought the time had come 
when the leaders of scientific thought should 
recognize there were well-attested facts which 
do not naturally fall into the framework 
of the sciences or of organized 
experiences. The ‘proposed i investiga- 
tion was different from a scientific cross-ex- 
amination of nature, for it would have to 
deal with abnormal or incomplete faculties 
and with exceptional conditions in exce ption- 
al individuals. He saw no inherent impossi- 
bility of such half formed senses being spo- 
radically developed in the human race. They 
seemed to come across facts which could not 
be made by any manipulation to fit into the 
interstices of the accepted view of the psychi- 
cal world. If that were so they were engaged 
in a work of prodigious difficulty, but one of 
whose importance difficulty was only the 
measure. They had refractory class problems 
to deal with, but it seemed to him that at 
least they would be able to prove that outside 
world as scientifically as they had 
been in the habit of concviv- 
ing it. There lay a region, not 
open, indeed, to experimental observation in 
the same way that the more familiar regions 
of the material world were open, but from 
which some information could be gleaned, 
and if they could not, as the result of their 
exertions, discover what laws these strange 
phenomena obeyed, it would at all events be 
something to have shown as a matter of as- 
certained fact that there were things in heaven 
and earth which were beyond philosophy, even 
of the most scientific. 

Huxley Answers His Critics, 


Prof. Huxley replies pointedly to his critics 
in the preface of the fifth volume of collected 
essays published today. After denying that 
he has gone out of his way to attack the 
Bible, or that he harbors any hatred of Chris- 
tianity, he says of his scientific career: “I 
had set out on a journey with no other pur- 
pose than of exploring certain provinces of 
natural knowledge. I strayed no hair's 
breadth from the course which it was my 
right and duty to pursue, and yet I found 
that whatever route I took before long 
I came to a tall, formidable looking fence. 
Confident as I have been in the existence of

Romg, Jan. 27.—A report is in circulation 
in all the German diplomatic circles here to 
the effect that Mgr. Satolli, the apostolic del- 
egaté to the United States, is to be recalled, 
owing to the failure of his mission and owing 
to his having incurred the hatred of both 
Catholics and Protestants. In Vatican circles 
the virculation of this report is taken as an in- 
dication of a desire to combat the Papal 
policy and to create confusion.

** Tzeyl,”’ the faithful cannot remain silent, 

Frigidity of the Paris Press. 

Paris was surprised at the frigid treatment 
of the Bismarck apotheosis by the press. It is 
explained by the fact that three weeks ago 
Russian agents apprised the French Min- 
istry of the impending event and the 
causes compelling it. Comments there- 
fore were regulated by secret orders 
sent from the Ministry. There is a ludicrous 
similarity in all. The opinions are couched 
in tones of almost contemptuous reserve, 
The real opinion of journalists is that the 
Emperor was forced to intrench himself in 
popular good will before risking the chances 
of the pclicy he holds most at heart, and 
which is almost certain to endin war. As 
people have unanimously approved the ver- 
dict is tak2n as an unreserved acceptance 
of his purpose to strike before his enemies 
grow too strong, if it can be done by throw- 
ing the blame of the initiative upon the 
Franco-Russians. 


AS BAD AS IN NAPOLEON’S DAY, 


French Government Interpellated on Its

Panis, Jan. 27.—The Chamber of Deputies 
was densely crowded today with members 
and visitors who desired to hear the interpel- 
lation of M. Clovis-Hugues as to the house-to- 
house searches and the arrests made under 
the new law relating to Anarchists. M. Clovis- 
Hugues, in a witty speech, reproved the gov- 
ernment for the recent*searches and made 
particular allusion to the police hunt for M. 
Paul Reclus, who is wanted for his alleged 
connection with Vaillant.

Considerei from this point of view nothing 
could have been more admirable than this 
week’s sudden coup. In four days the whole 
drama was over. With splendid swiftness 
one act succeeded another, fromWMaj. Moltke’s 
appearance at Friedrichsruhe with a case of 
old imperial wine, which, witty Eugene 
Richter says, was Lachrymz Caprivi, to yes- 
terday’s exceedingly effective curtain of the 
Kaiser in thee railway station taking off his 
helmet to kiss the venerable Bismarck adieu. 
It was all very well worth seeing, and Europe 
was glad to suspend all other operations and 
look on, 

The performance mnst indirectly exert a 
considerable and hopeful influence in Ger- 
man public affairs. It does not at all mean that 
Caprivi is going to fall’or that the political 
course which he andthe empire have been 
_ steering during the last four years will be any 
whit altered. But the German people, espe- 
cially in the South, had grown sulky, and 
from mere persistency in sullenness were get- 
ting out of hand. : Things were drifting 
from particularism into open talk about 
what amounted to secession, very much as 
they ‘drifted in our South under a 
Buchanan. The fact that there was no 
grievance more tangible than a general no- 
tién that Prussia was getting too big and as- 
suming 0 werd airs did not make this mu- 
tinous spirif easier to deal with. 

Brings the Empire Together. 

Now, by a single happy stroke the malcon- 
tents, for the most part, have heen put in 
good humor again. They had been saying, 
and perhaps had come really to feeling, that 
what they chiefly objected to was the way Bis- 
marck had been treated, Itis true that they 
had warmly hated Bismarck when he was in 
power, but that hardiy matters. His evil had 
grown to be their visible grievance. Very well. 
The Emperor has smoothed down the old 
man’s ruffled feathers, induced him to come 
to Berlin, paid him unique tfoyal honors, and 
taken him in his arms,so that all the world 
should see. The spectacle has appealed to 
German sentimentality through the length 
and breadth of the empire. It has helped 
Wiiliam and helped Germany. 

Diplomatic observers in other countries 
unite in a warning against the misconception 
that the event ‘will involve any change in Ger- 
man politics, They are probably right in 
saying that the whole thing was due to Will- 
iam’s private information that Bismarck is 
not likely to live much longer and his feeling 
that if he failed4o'secure a reconciliation Bis- 
marck’s grave would mark a permanent and 
dangerous chasm between him and a large 
section of his subjects. Those who saw the 
Prince agree that he looked extremely aged 
and waiked feebly. He wore the famil- 
iar white uniform with yellow facings of 
the Seventh or Seidlitz’s Cuirassiers, to the 
staff of which he has long been attached, and 
did not shrink ‘from the weight of its ponder- 
ous metal helmet, though Moltke in later 
years went to the palace in a fatigue cap.

French Duty on Wheat Goes Up. 


The French Chamber seems likely to raise 
the duty on wheat to 7 francs or 8 franes for 
the 100 kilos, which will make it about 50 
per cent ad valorem. Economizers and dis- 
interested publicists protest, argue, and ex- 
plain in vain. The Chamber is invincibly 
protectionist. People from the vineyard dis- 
tricts, who say that if bread becomes dearer 
people will drink less wine, offer in public de- 
bate to vote this increased wheat duty only 
on the condition that the tariff be also ad- 
vanced on foreign wines. Currants and other 
interests put their support on the same terms. 
and probabilities point to a huge logrolling 
combination which will build another layer 
all round France’s tariff wall. 

Milan’s New Military Government. 

The trouble in Servia, foreshadowed in last 
Saturday’s dispatch, came to a head that day, 
and during the first. part of the week there was 
an unusual nervousness about the outcome. 
Then the Bismarck episode arose and public 
attention was diverted sharply from Belgrade 
to Berlin. Though such a shabby deb- 
auchee and gambler Milan, who spends 
most of his time approving himself, 
still seems to keep a clear head for pol. 
itics. He has patched up under the name of 
&@ compromise, a non-partisan Cabinet, what 
is really a military government, ruling solely 
by the support of the atmy. This Cabinet 
has a following of about the twelfth part of 
the Skuptschina and the remaining eleven- 
twelfths wouid vote against all its actions till 
doomsday. 

Accordingly the Skuptschina has been pro- 
rogued, and such members of it as are not 
bona fide residents of Belgrade have been or- 
dered by, the police to quit town in 
twenty-four hours, while their impeach- 
ment proceedings against the late Liberal 
ministers are annulled by royal decree. This 
is all illegal and revolutionary to the last de- 
gree and the Radical majority throughout the

French Enthusiastic Over Timbuctoo, 

The action of the Commander of a French 
force on the Niger in seizing Timbuctoo has 
created tremendous enthusiasm in Paris, not 
unmixed with certain reservations. No one 
knows just whom Timbuctoo belonged to be 
fore the French’grabbed it, but it is vaguely 
understood that the Moslem world will resent 
its invasion and capture, and that holding it 
will involve France in African difficulties 
compared to which the Algerian adventure 
was a mere nothing. : 

There seems to be filtering through the 
French mind, moreover, a perception that 
Egypt is really a Mohammedan question, and 
that if the English ruie on the Nile be upset 
native riots will be directed against the French 
quite as much as the English. 

English Interest in Madagascar. 

There is nothing new about the projected 
French expedition to Madagascar, and the 
longer it is deferred the more tranquil the 
Franco-English relations remains. It may 
surprise the ordinary men of the world, but 
there is no other spot on earth in which the 
religious populations of England, and particu- 
larly the Nonconformists, are so deeply inter- 
ested as Madagascar. ‘The island has been 
for many years the most important and 
fruitful field of English missionary endeavors. 
It contains 1,300 Congregational churches, 
planted largely by the British. and many of 
these had martyrs in the earlier days who are 
still piously remembered. France might 
annex all the rest of the Africam continent 
and not stir these English mission-loving folk 
so violently as by a single armed attempt to 
advance the pretentions of Catholicism in 
Madagascar. 

Crispi Dictator in Italy. 

A week ago Crispi was gomg to ask the 
Italian Parliament to vote him unlimited 
powers for four months, . Apparently the 
prospect of an amiable response seemed 
doubtful, for he has suddenly embraced the 
alternative of proroguing Parliament for a 
further month, which is another way of de- 
creeing himself dictator till Feb. 20. Italian 
public men ‘properly say that if this 
is possible there is nothing to pre- 
vent him then proroguing again till 
summer and so on indefinitely and not bother 
with parliamentary institutions at all. So 
stern and comprehensive a censorship is now 
imposed throughout Italy that next to no news 
comes. There have been student riots in four 
or five university towns, but they seem hot to 
have amounted to much. 

There has recurred, however, *another cycle 
of big bank failures, and despite the apparent 
momentary quiet everything points to the 
conclusion of a violent catastrophe surely 
close at hand, 

Mitchell Gets No Sympathy at Home. 

From the vulgar popular standpoint I 
should think nothing had happened for a long 
time which has given greater general joy in 
England than the account of the savage way 
in which Mitchell got smashed aad battered 
in Thursday’s fight. Asa rule, the prize ring 
is not an. inspiring subject, but Mitchell’s 
effusively mean nature and dirty tricks have 
given him a sort of national notoriety, 
and it is a genuine comfort here to 
read about his merciless punishment, It 
may be imagined what a fine lot of sermons 
the British Chadbands of the press have been 
preaching on the text of Florida’s somewhat 
grotesque posture in the matter. The Daily 
Chronicle saya that every decent person 
throughout the world must feel it to be a deep 
disgrace on modern society and representa- 
tive institutions that American authorities 
have proved so pitifully and contemptibly un- 
able to prevent the fight, 

Balfour May Not Be Taken Back. 

After the first great flurry and commotion 
over the trews of Jabez Balfour’s arrest there 
is succeeding now a stage of doubt whether 
the Argentine law will not interpose to pre- 
vent his extradition.

MARQUIS OF QUEENSBERRY THOUGHT 
CORBETT WOULD WIN. 


He Says the Englishman Had No Chance, 
but He Showed Much © Courage—The 
Rules That Bear His Name Are Not 
lis and He Thinks They Are Too 
Severe for the Prize Ring=The Corbett- 
Jackson Fight He Believes Will Be the 
Last Great Mill,

New York 
World.|—What with general lethargy which 
seems always to fall upon England when Par- 
liament is not in session perhaps nothing will 
be of such interest as an interview had today 
with the Marquis of Queensberry on the re- 
cent prize fight. That event is given almost 
as much space in the English newspapers as 
the reports of Bismarck’s reception in Berlin. 

The Marquis married recently and suddenly 
ayoung lady, said to havea large fortune, 
but until the announcement of the marriage 
entirely unknown to his family. He was too 
indisposed yesterday to receive the writer, 
but today talked freely, having made an ap- 
pointment for that purpose. 

**Of course,” he said, “‘all Englishmen 
would like to have seen their countryman 
win, but few were greatly disappointed, 
for no one of any judgment really expected 
such an issue of the fight. Mitchell is a 
man whose age and habits precluded even 
the possibility of success against such a man 
as Corbett. The odds offered here on Corbett 
showed the entire absence of enthusiasm. I 
know Mitchell well, The newspapers have 
called him a bully and a coward. He may be 
a bully, but he is not a coward. I have ad- 
mired his pluck in entering the ring with that 
giant, John L. Sullivan. Imagine a coward 
standing up before a man of Corbett’s prow- 
ess. Corbett has wind, science, and tremen- 
dous strength. 

* I don’t think Corbett will fight again,” 
said the Marquis, after a few moments’ reflec- 
tion. 

* Whatdo you think of Jackson’s chance 
with Corbett?” 

** It will be a very great fight. It will be 
one of the most interesting in the history of 
the prize ring. It will probably be the last 
great fight.”’ 

Prize-Fighting Has Degenerated. 

* What do you mean?” 

“Simply that prize fighting has deg2n- 
erated from a pure sport to a gambling ma- 
chine, and the moral sense of the people is 
aroused against it and cries for its suppression. 
The expenses attending every fight areso great 
that thousands must witness it in order to 
defray them. The newspapers take it up 
and it becomes notorious. Lawmakers are 
appealed to by their constituents, and laws 
are passed making prize fighting illegal and 
consequently disreputable, I believe it has 
seen itsday. Some years ago sparring and 
fighting contests were engaged in through a 
pure spirit of sport. They took place pri- 
vately and quietly, and very little money 
changed hands over them,” 

‘* How did you come to frame the famous 
prize-ring rules that bear your name?”’ 

‘Tam glad you asked that question,” the 
Marquis responded quickly, “ for I always 
wanted to set the world right asto the true 
authorship of those rules, They were drawn 
ap by John Chambers, a classmate of mine at 
Cambridge, and subsequently the editor of 
Land and Water. He died some yearsago. He 
brought them to me to revise, I made two or 
three slight alterations in them and they were 
adopted, and, curiously enough, they bore 
and still bear my name, I had always been 
an enthusiastic sparrer. When a boy I spent 
six years in the British navy, which I left to 
enter Cambridge. That was in 1865. For 
two years I held the second middleweight 
championship and for two years the light- 
weight championship of England. After I 
left Cambridge I presented the cups to the 
Amateur Athletic club, the best known club 
in England, to be sparred for. The club held 
the cups for fifteen years, when they disap- 
peared. I have tried in vain to find them, 
and have been told they are in Australia. 

Rules Meant for Glove Contests, 

“The rules that bear my name were never 
designed for the prize-ring, but solely to gov- 
ern glove contests. They are much too se- 
vere for bare knuckles. In fact, their pur- 
pose was to disqualify any person who re- 
sorted to slugging, which is the very practice 
they are today used to promote,”’ 

‘* In what respect do you consider them too 
severe for the prize-ring?”’ , 

‘Both jn the length of the rounds and in 
the brevity of the periods of rest. Then 
again I should give a man twenty seconds to 
recover his feet aftera knock-down biow in- 
stead of ten seconds, which is now in vogue,” 

‘‘ Personally, are you fond of witnessmg 
prize fighting?”’ 

‘*Why, bless you! No, Its not at all to my 
taste, 1am extremely fond of a good glove 
contest, but I would not cross’a street to see 
an ordinary prize fight, except that I should 
greatly like to see the Corbett-Jackson fight, 
as I believe it will be avery evealy matched 
one,”’ 

‘* Which was the greatest fight you ever 
witnessed ?”’ 

‘* The only one I ever saw—the one between 
Smith and Kilrain.”’ 

* Then you favor the gloves?” 

‘‘ Yes, although I consider glove fighting | 
more severe than fighting with bare knuckles, 
the combatants receive more punishment and 
it is much more wearing.”’ 

As the writer arose to go the Marquis, who 
is perhaps 55 years old, of medium height, of 
slender build, and with a clean shaven face 
except for closely cropped ‘“ sideboards,” 
said: **I regret to see that the habit of spar- 
ring among gentlemen is fast losing ground. 
Itis too bad. If they only knew what they 
are losing. Why, it does more to develop the 
chest, quicken the eye, and make a man cou- 
rageous than any other sport.” 


WILL AMEND BOTH BILLS, 


Unionist Peers Decide on Their Course 
Touching Government Measures, 
[Copyright, 1894, by the United Press.| 
Lonpon, Jan. 27.—The Unionist Peers at 
their conference yesterday decided to accept 
the parish councils bill with amendments as 
to ecclesiastical charities, the poor law and 
land allotments, and the employers’ liability 
bill, with slight alterations of the contracting- 
out clause. This action was tantamount to 
accepting a compromise on both measures. 
The result isa disappointment to the Liber- 
als, who hoped the Peers would so mutilate 
the bills that the odium of defeating both 

might be thrown upon them. 

The conference was private, consequently 
only reports arranged for the Conservative 
press were published. These reports were 
vague enough to afford the Liberal organs 
some ray of hope that the House of Lords 
might yet fight the bills, but in the Minis- 
terial circie no doubt remains that the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury means to avoid a conflict 
with the Commons. The Cabinet do not de- 
sire to precipitate a collision which possibly 
would result in making a demand for the aboli- 
tion of hereditary legislators the first plank of 
the Liberal platform, even in precedence to 
home rule. Otherwise Sir William Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchecquer, in speaxing to 
his constituents the evening of the reassem- 
bling of the Lords. would have avoided re- 
minding them of the dangers of the position ; 
that the Lords have no power except to veto 
legislation, and this power would soon be 
taken from them in case they obstructed the 
House of Commons. 

The Duke of Devonshire, leader of the Lib- 
éral-Unionists in the upper House, com- 
mented on this warning beforé the Lords the 
next day. He said it did not require any 
speech from the Chancelior of the Ex- 
echecquer to explain to the Peers 
that their power was limited. He hoped, 
however, the Lords by a_ prud 


ent 
course Would induce the Cemmienus te accept | 


the suggestions of the Upper House. This 
moderation of language, together with Lord 
Salisbury’s adoption of the opportunist tac- 
ties, will help to silence the Radical clamor 
for an immediate reform of the House of 
Lords, 

Old Proposal in New Form. 

The alleged home rule scheme of the Union- 
ists which was published in the Speaker today 
is Joseph Chambérlain’s old proposal in a 
new dress. It provides for four provincial 
councils for Ireland and national councils for 
England, Ireland, Scotland, and Wales, the 
abolition of the vice-royalty, and the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Catholic university. 
According to the Speaker this plan is con- 
sidered favorably by Mr. Cham- 
berlain and the Unionist leader in 
the Commons, Arthur J. Balfour. The 
Home Rulers are keen to fix upon the Union- 
ists some project having the color of home 
rule, but a scheme of this sort would be 
laughed at by the Conservatives. The 
Speaker’s pretended authority in this case 
lacks every ele:nent of actuality. 

Royal Labor Commission's Report. 

The report of the Royal Labor Commission, 
which is about to be presented to Parliament, 
is in favor of maintaining the principles of 
self-help and non-interference by the state. 
It recommends the voluntary principles in 
matters of arbitration and conciliation and 
opposes intrusting special tribunals with 
legal powers to enforce decisions. It says 
trade disputes should be left as far as pos- 
sible to voluntary modes of settlem@ht and 


suggests that no extension of the present | 


powers of incorporation be allowed to trades 


unions, as these powers will enable working- | 


men to combine. under agreements legally 
enforceable on matters connected with their 
common industrial interesta. The commis- 
sion is against the universal eight-hour day 
and advises that the regulation of the working 
hours of adults be left to voluntary arrange- 
ment. Asmall minority of the commission 
led by Tom Mann proposes to fix the eight- 
hour day by act of Parliament. The Parlia- 
mentary labor party will not relish the report 
and the Socialists will howl when they ascer- 
tain its tendency. Lord Shand has been ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Miners’ Conciliation 
Board. He isa Scotch Judge of high repute for 
shrewdness and impartiality. The board 
consists of fourteen members from each side, 
the Chairman casting the decisive vote. The 
board will practically fix prices in the coal 
trade during its existence. ° 
Khedive Race Nearly Run. 

Opinion at the Foreign Office points to the 
early deposition of the Khedive and the suc- 
cession of his brother, Prince Mehemet Ali. 
Lord Cromer obtained the submission of the 
Khedive and the retraction of his strictures 
upon the British officers in Egypt only after 
exercising strong pressure. Lord Rosebery, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, is 
etill dissatisfied. The Khedive’s huastility 
to Great Britain will raise the 
question of his deposition for consideration in 
the Cabinet immediately after the recess. Of- 
ficial opinion is that the Khedive will not 
cease intriguing against the English régime 
and will provide himself with an exclu- 
sively anti-British entourage. He has just 
decorated and rewarded the chief of the 
Abaddeh tribe, who was condemned by an 
English military courtin 1888 to death for 
treachery. 

Opening of Indian Mints Predicted. 

As soon as the House of Commons reassem- 
bles the government will be questioned as to 
its attitude toward India’s currency problem. 
The Statist predicts that the Indian mints 
will be opened before long to silver coinage. 

Inquiry Into Atchison’s Affairs. 

The committee representing British inter- 
ests in Atchison has sent a member named 
Fleming to New York to report on the state 
of Atchison affairs. The committee will post- 
pone final action until Mr, Fleming’s return. 

Royal Drawing-Rooms in March. 

There will be two royal drawing-rooms in 
March. At the first one the Queen will re- 
ceive; at the second Princess Christian. It is 
understood several Americans will. be. pre- 
sented. The Duchess of York would have of- 
ficiated at one of the drawing-rooms had she 
not been prevented by her strictly domestic 
duties. 

Connaught Gets Clarence House, 

The Duke and Duchess of Connaught have 
obtained Clarence House with gorgeous fur- 
nishings, although the Czar was obliged to 
spend am enormous sum in making it fit for 
his sister, the present Duchess of Edinburg 
and Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 


NOT 80 EASY FOR THE LAW STUDENTS. 


Chicago Bar Association to Ask That the 
Rules for Admission Be Tichtened. 

A special meeting of the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation was held yesterday afternoon to con- 
sider a number of suggestions concerning ad- 
missions to the bar offered by the committee 
of the association on legal education. The 
suggestions were in the shape of a proposed 
memorial to the Supreme Court asking that 
the rules relating to licensing attorneys be 
amended. The proposed changes are intended 
to make the standard of the practicing lawyer 
higher than at the present time by lengthen- 
ing the time of study required of students de- 
sizous of entering the profession and limiting 
the examination of candidates to the district 
of their residence. It is also proposed to cre- 
ate a commigsion with authority to control 
and supervise examinations throughout the 
State, and to prescribe uniform conditions 
therefor. 

The proposed memorial was presented to 
the meeting. Itasks the Supreme Court to 
amend Rules 45, 46, 47, and 48. As to the 
method of examination, it says: ‘* We be- 
lieve that a permanent: commission to con- 
trol the examinations for the entire State is 
both desirable and practicable. Such a com- 
mission should perhaps consist of five mem- 
bers, one from each Appellate Court district 
and one from the State at large, serving for 
two years, and so classified that only a part of 
them should go out of office each year, thus 
securing continuity in policy and at the same 
time reducing the period of gratuitous service 
to a point where it would not be 
unduly burdensome. This commission 
should supervise the appointment of exam- 
iners, the character and severity of the 
examinations, the standard of excellence re- 
quired for success and should have sufficient 
authority, by rules or otherwise, to bring the 
examinations throughout the State to some 
reasonable degree of uniformity. We think 
it would be wholesome to forbid condidates to 
beexamined outside of the district of their 
residence,” 

As to time of study and other requirements 
for admission, the memorial says: ‘‘ We are 
convinced that three years is not too long for 
amanof average education and intelligence 
to prepare for the practice of thelaw. Most 
of the other States require a longer time than 
the two years. prescribed in Illinois. 
We earnestly request the abolition of the rule 
adsnitting candidates to the bar without ex- 


amination upon law school diplomas. We |} 


further believe that candidates for admission 
should be made to show by diploma or ex- 
amination a degree of general education out- 
side of legal studies equivalent to that re- 
quired for a high school diploma.”’ 

As to admission on foreign license the 
memorial says: ‘A foreign license should 
not be noticed uniess the  require- 
ments for securing it are substantially 
equal to our own. If a commission be estab- 
lished it would be easy to refer to such com: 
mission the question whether a given license 
from another State should be accepted ag 
equivalent to examination here. In case of 
doubt a new examination should be required, 
which would not be a serious hardship in any 
case, and might easily prevent great abuse. 
Persons who have been practicing members 
of the bar in other States should, perhaps, be 
admitted without examination.” 

The memorial was considered in sections, 
and finally adopted by a unanimous vote, 
with but one amendment. Several of the 
clauses were not passed, however, without 
some opposition. It was 9, ag that the me. 
morial as adopted should printed and cir- 
culated among members of the legal profes- 
hout the State for their signature.

TOO MANY POSTOFFICES IN CHICAGO. 


Postmaster Hesing to Ask for Half a Mill- 
ion for Consolidation Purposes, 

Although Postmaster Hesing has received 
no official notification of the appointment of 
the commission to investigate the needs of 
Chicago’s postal service, yet he has already 
made preparations to present ail the facts 
necessary to convince the commission that 
there is a great need for an increase in the 
next annual appropriation of at least $500,- 
000. The commission, which is composed of 
A. W. Machen, Superintendent of the free 
delivery system of the Postoffice Department; 
Maj. James C. Stuart, Postoffice Inspector in 
charge of the Chicego Division ; and R. E. Span- 
gier, will have nothing to do with the question 
of a new building. The chief subject of con- 
sideration which willcome before them will 
be the question of abolishing the fifty-five in- 
dependent postoffices within the city limits. 
To do away with these it wiil be necessary to 
redistrict the em and to provide for a 
large number of Chicago postal 

the extension of the carrier system. 
To do’ this will require the greater 
part of the $500,000 increase in ap- 
propriation which is to be asked for. 

Adolph Cluss, a government inspector on 
the staff of Supervising Architect ©’ Rourke. 
was in the city yesterday and visited the Fed. 
eral Building. He was shown about by Cus- 
todian Bailey, who pointed out the new cracks 
in the walls and all the places where plaster 
had fallen recently, besides the other defects 
which had developed since the last official in- 
spection of the building. Some months ago 
Inspector Cluss madea report condemning 
the building, * I think,’ he said, ** that the 
building has not improved any since my last 
report.”” The inspector made an éxamina- 
tion of the Postmaster’s office and will report 
in favor of alterations looking towards better 
ventilation.

TO HANDLE LAKE FREIGHTS BY THE TON: 


W. J. Connors of Buffalo May Extend His 
Plan to the Chicago Docks. 

W. J. Connors of Buffalo, N. Y., has been 
at the Grand Pacific for two days on a mis- 
sion which may eause endless trouble on the 
docks along Chicago River. For many years 
Mr, Connors has handled all the general mer- 
chandise of the lake and rail lines at Buffalo 
under contract by the ton. He hires his 
stevedores at so much a ton for the freight 
they move between steamer and dock. 

The Chicago way of handling this freight is 
by the hour, the transportation companies 
paying from 20 to 25 cents per hour to the 
stevedores. Three years ago an attempt was 
made to substitute the ton system in place of 
hourly wages, but after much trouble the 
lines went back to the old way. Mr. Connors 
came here at the request of all the lines to see 
if it is possible to extend his business from 
Buffalo to Chicago. He said last night: 

‘* IT can see no reason why our Buffalo plan 

cannot be operated here, although it will cost 
more per ton to handle freight here than in 
Buffalo. Last season I handled 1,310,149 
tons of general freight at Buffalo, employing 
from 500to 700 men. Their average wages 
was between $82 and $883 per month. The 
men do better work when they are paid by 
the job. If there is a shirk umong them they 
throw him out. They need no driving. It is 
a good thing for the men who want to work 
and a bad thing for the lazy, worthless fel- 
lows,” There are between 1,200 and 1,500 
longs oremen here who depend on the lake 
and rafi lines for support during the saason of 
navigation. They have always resisted every 
move to change the old system of pay.\—Mr, 
Connors said the question as to whether or not 
he would take the Chicago contract would not 
be settled before March 15.

There are six more medical “ experts” yet 
to testify for the defense in the Coughlin case. 
They will probably take up all next week to 
do it. 

Yesterday marked the end of the first 
week’s evidence for the defense. With two 
exceptions doctors and their theories took up 
the time. The gist of thei: testimony is that 
twelve hard whacks on the head have no busi- 
ness to killaman. It would also appear that 
wounds on the head eviderce nothmg more 
than that a man’s kidneys are out of order. 
Dr. Benson is the originator of this theory. 
Yesterday Dr. Hektoen backed him up. Dr, 
Hektoen admits that “sclerosis of the kid- 
ney’’ may have had something to do with 
Dr, Cronin’s death, but on the whole he 
thinks it was his liver. As evidence Dr. 
Hektoen’s testimony. Mr, Bottum asked 
him: 

.Q.—Do you say to this jury from the examina- 
tion of this hypothetical question that that con- 
dition of the gers showed any evidence what- 
ever of sclerosis of the kidney? A.—It does not 
show that sclerosis of the kidney is absolutely 
present; you cun’t say anything about it. 

Q.—Do you mean to tell this jury thut there is 
no evidence in that kidney that fatal sclerosis of 
the kidney was not absent as a medical man? 
A.—Of course the capsule was not adhering, but 
seleveols might exist and still the capsule be 

ree. 

Q.—Yes, but fatal sclerosis could not exist, 
could it? A.—It is pretty hard to say when 
sclerosis is fatal. 

Sclerosis a Lingering Disease. 

Q.—Isn’t sclerosis of the kidney a lingering 
disease? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Sometimes it takes twenty years for a man 
to die from it? A.—Yes, sir; it. may exist all 
these twenty years without anybody knowing 
anything about it. 

Mr. Bottum then entered into a discussion 
with the witness as to symptoms of scierosis, 
after which he propounded the hypothetical 
question put by him to the other medical ex- 
perts,in which he assumed that a man 42 
years of age, previously in good health, en- 
tered a house at 8 o’clock on a certain day 
and was struck twelve blows on the head in 
immediate succession, producing the twelve 
wounds already described, and died there itm- 
mediately, concluding his question by asking: 

Q.—Assume that there was no other injury 
found upon the body except those already de- 
scribed, 1 will ask you as a medical man what 
was the cause of that man’s death? A.—I don’t 
think anybody could tell from those appearances 
what he died of. y 

This was the end of the cross-examination, 
and Judge Wing asked the witness as follows: 

Q.—I wish to ask you, Dr. Hektoen, as a med- 
ical man to state to this jury how the suggestion 
of death in point of strength with kidney trouble 
contrasts with any possible suggestion that these 
wounds might have produc death from vio- 
lence? A.—Asfaras we know about. those kid- 
neys there might be conditions in those kidneys 
that would cause death just as —_ as those 
scalp wounds, granti that the scalp wounds 
were produced during life, even granting that. 


When Death May Come Quickly. 


Mr. Wing—Isn’t it true that this Bright's dis- 
ease that results from kidney trouble is the most 
insidious disease on earth and that a man eats 
well and sleeps well and looks well and every- 
thing is supposed to be all right, and he dies 
like the snuffing out of a candle? Such cases are 
discovered occasionally. 

Mr. Bottum--Such cases are about the rarest 
things on earth, aren’t they? A.—They are not 
the rarest thing on earth, but they are unusual. 

Q.—Very unusual? A.—Il won’t say that, but 
they are unusual. 

By this time Judge Tuthill grew tired and 
adjourned court until Monday morning. He 
said he wished the attorneys to use all possi- 


ble speed in closing up the case. 
F, J. V-. SKIFF CHIEF OF THE MUSEUM. 


Appointment of the Colorado Man by a 
Unanimous Vote. 

F. J. V. Skiff has been made Director-in- 
Chief of the Columbian Museum. This ac- 
tion was taken at a meeting of the Executive 

committee of the trus- 
tees Friday afternoon, 
but it was not made 
public until yesterday. 
Mr. Skiff has for sev- 
eral weeks been in 
charge of the installa- 
tion of the exhibits in 
the Art Balace, but he 
was employed under 
no title and he was not 
informed that his posi- 
tion was to be a perma- 
nent one, but was told, 
on the contrary, that 


F. J. V. SKIFF. his selection was tem- 


porary. 

The preferment which came to Mr. Skiff 
is regarded asa great honor by his friends 
and one which he deserves because of his 
excellent service during the period of the 
World’s Fair as the Chief of the Mines 
and Mining Department, and also because 
of the record he has made in straightening 
out the chaotic condition in which gifts were 
granted to the museum by the thousands of 
exhibiters at Jackson Park. The projectors 
of the museum intend to make the enterprise 
which they have undertaken the leading one 
of its kind, gnd Marshall Field stands sponsor 
for its ultimate success. Mr. Skiff’s selection 
was unanimous on the part of the Executive 
committee. This committee, appointed but 
a few days ago, consists of Edward E. Ayer, 
President of the Board of Trustees; H, N. 
Higinbotham, Owen F. Aldis, Norman B. 
Ream, and Martin A, Ryerson. The meeting 
of the committee and the choice of Mr. Skiff 
were effected just prior to the departure of 
President Ayer for Europe. Mr, Ryerson is 
now in Egyptand Mr. Ream is en route to Cal- 
ifornia, so that it was not probable thata 
meeting of the Executive committee could be 
held for several months, and it was thought 
advisable to get the museum organized on 
a working basis before the departure of the 
committeemen. Mr. Higinbotham and Mr. 
Aldis are left in charge of the affairs of the 
museum until the return to Chicago of the 
absent members of the committee. Mr. Hig- 
inbotham will be practically in control, and 
he said yesterday that the full power of the 
entire committee had been delegated to him 

nd Mr. Aldis. 
. Mr. Skiff, the Director in Chief of the 
Museum, came to the attention of the trust- 
ees by reason of his connection with the Expo- 
sition. When Col. Davis appointed Mr. Skiff 
chief of the Mines Department he was un- 
known in Chicago. He came here originally 
as one of the National World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners from Colorado. He had been for a 
number of years the manager of the Denver 
Tribune and had held one or two political po- 
sitions. He was alsoa mine operator. Col. 
Davis was so much impressed with Mr, Skiff’s 

ersonality and capabilities that he named 
ae for the Mines Department. At that time 
the new appointee did not consider that he 
was well versed in many of the sub- 
jects which he thought would come be- 
fore him in filling up the Mines 
Building with interesting and splendid 
displays, but he immediately showed aptitude 
and a few days after he had established his 
office in the Rand-McNally Building he began 
purchasing books on mineralogy and ac- 
quainting himself with the conteuts of 
museums. Then he looked up the develop- 
ment of mining industries with such applica- 
tion and comprehension that when the Mines 
Building was opened last May and professors 
of universities began examining the exhibits 
they were ata loss to understand why they 
could not locate * Prof.” Skiff in any_ of the 
faculties of educational institutions. But the 
results were there, and when the Columbian 
Museum project took definite shape they did 
not hesitate to say that Mr. Skiff should stand 
at its head. 

Just before his departure for the East 
yesterday President Ayer said: * Mr. Skitt’s 
selection was unanimous. “he indorsements 
which came to us of him were of an unusual 
character.

REPUDIATED BY UNION PACIFIC. . 


Agreement of the Transcontinental Lines 
Appears to Have Come to Grief. 

It looks as if all the work done by the 
transcontinental lines during their three 
weeks’ session in Chicago has been so much 
time wasted. The agréement adopted during 
the session by the Northern Pacific, Great 
Northern, Canadian Pacific, Union Pacific, 
and Southern Pacific for the regulation of 
North Pacific coast passenger rates, has just 
been repudiated by the Union Pacific, as will 
be seen by the following telegram received 
here from General Passenger Agent Lomax: 


lines. The Union Pacific cannot be a party to it. 
About. a week ago the North Pacific coast 
lines submitted their agreement to the West- 
ern Passenger Association lines for approval 
and ratification. The Western lines, how- 
ever, were not satisfied with the arrangement 
made by the Northern tines and demanded in 
the first place that the differentials accorded 
to the Canadian Pacific—$7.50 first class and 
$5 second class via the ocean route—be re- 
duced to $5 first class and $2.50 second 
class. They also demanded that the lines via 
Missouri River points and Ogden be accorded 
the same terms and privileges via Sacramento 
and the Shasta route to Porland, Ore., as were 
accorded the North Pacific coast lines via 
Portland to San Francisco, Sundry other 
concessions were demanded, by the Western 
Passenger Association lines. A communica- 
tion was received yesterday from all the par- 
ties to the original agreement, except the 
Union Pacific, decliningto grant any of the 
concessions demanded by the Western roads, 
This indicates that the lines from St. Paul to 
North Pacifie coast points have an 
idea that they can carry out the 
agreement without the Union Pacific 
and the Western Passenger Association 
lines. A meetingg of the Western Passenger 
Association will probably’ be held next Thurs- 
day to consider the situation, 
A renewal of the old rate war will be the 
inevitabie resuit of the new complications. 
Not only wil! transcontinental passenger 
rates go to pieces, but it looks as if passen- 
ger rates between all points in the West will 
become demoralized. The Santa Fé is likely 
to withdraw from the Western Passenger As- 
sociation so as to place itself on a level with 
the Union Pacific and be prepared to meet ite 
competitors. It also hasa fight on hand with } 
the Southern Pacific on account of the lat. 
ter’s unreasonable exactions, which will ag- 
gravate the situation.

Property-Owners Protest Against Asphalt, 
but It Is Pushed Through.

The Taylor street bridge was opened to the 
public yesterday, but for the present traffic is 
confined to, pedestrians, For seven or eight 
months the masses livingin the West Side dis- 
trict gdjacent to the Taylor street crossing have 
been compelled to go south to Twelfth-street or 
north to Polk street to get across 
the river. The Chicago Sugar Refining 
company alone, which is located at the 
west end of Taylor street bridge, employs 1,500 
people, who were all more or less inconven-.

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GILPIN’S EARLY DAYS. 


HOW HE CAME TO BE APPOINTED 
GOVERNOR OF COLORADO. 


His Connection with the Earlier History 
of the West Marks Him as a Soldier, 
Politician, Engineer, Pathfinder, and 
Writer= How Gen. Frank P. Blair 
Urged Lincoln to Make the Appoint- 
ment=His Fifty Years of Thought on a 
Plan for the Cosmopolitan Railway. 


William Gilpin, the first Territorial Gov- 
ernor of Colorado, who died at Denver re- 
cently, was an important figure in the earlier 
history of the country. Asa soldier, politi 
cian, engineer, pathfinder, and writer he was 
conspicuous in all his undertakings. His 
career as a soldier began with his graduation 
from West Point, at which time he became a 
Lieutenant under Gen. Harney and partici- 
ated in the Seminole war. His military career 
came to an end when the government refused 
to honor drafts for $375.000 which he had 
drawn to pay and maintain an army he had 
raised without authority. His political idol 
was Abraham Lincoln and his political ac- 
tivity was contemporaneous with that of 
John C. Fremont: and the great Iilinoisan. 
Frank P, Biair of Missouri was his political 
friend and adviser. As an engineer and path- 
finder he was the friend and companion of 
Fremont. Asa writer hehas given to litera- 
ture two of its most uniaue works on policics 
and commerce—*' The Mission of the North 
American People’ and “The Cosmopolitan 
Railway.’ His services to the West began in 

1843, when, in company with Fremont, he 
started on an exploring expedition which ter- 
minated at the mouth of the Columbia River. 
The settlers along the Willamette, composed 
ofafew Americans, French-Canadians, and 
employés of the British fur companies, de- 
cided to form a territory. Gilpin drew up 
their memorial to Congress and presented it 
to that body. “He was the accredited founder 
of Portland, Ore, 

Mr. Gilpin afterwards saw service in the 
Mexican war, and was an active participant 
in a war with Indians in New Mexico. 

His Plans for Railroads, 

These experiences gave him a knowledge of 
the topography of ‘the country. He also 
realized the extent of the country’s resources. 
At that early day he began talking 
about transcontinental railroads and show- 
ing the feasibility of their construction. 
He made and cirgulated through the East 
many maps accompanied by minute descrip- 
tions of routes which appeared feasible to 
him, and he regarded the building of the 
transcontinental! lines as but a fulfillment of 
his prophecies. Gov. Gilpin was essentially 
an optimist, and his glowing descriptions of 
the West and its tuture possibilities ear! 
gave binthe reputation of a “ visionary,” 
which he added to by) his cosmopolitan rail- 
way scheme, proposiig to eliminate the At- 
lantic Ocean from the commercial - highways 
of the world. | 

It was not until his appointment. by Presi- 
dent Lincoln in 1861 to be Governor of Colo- 
rado, in which capacity he served one year, 
that William Gilpin dame into real promi- 
nence, He is 4 his appointment as the first 
territorial Governor df Colorado not only to 
tne friendship of President Lincoln and the 
loyal support of Gen.| Frank P, Blair, but as 
well tothe latter’s exaggerated humor and 
the former’s keen uppreciation of ite Presi- 
dent Lincoln had other names besides Gil- 
pin’s under consideration for the appoint- 
One day Gen. Blair called upon Pres- 
ident Lincoln to urge Gilpin for the place. 

e was ina particularly eloquent mood and 
after reciting Gilpin’s services in the Semi- 
nole War and his assistance to Fremont, the 
Western pathfinder, he said: 

‘Mr, President, Billy Gilpin has done 
more for that section of the a eaaggs 4 (Colora- 
do) than any man now living. Why, Mr. 
President, Billy Gilpin built Pike’s Peak !’’ 

Lincoln looked the Missourian in the face, 


; his eyes betraying that keen relish for humor 


for which he was noted. 

‘* That is a strong statement, Gen, Blair,” 
he said, with affeeted pars. “Tf I knew 
that to be true I think should appoint him. 
Can you furnish mé of any proof of it?” 

‘* Yes, sir,”’ said the undaunted Missourian; 
“TT saw him do it.”’ 

They Smile at His Visions. 


That same day Gilpin was named as Gov. 
ernor of Colorado. One of the first acts of 
Gov, Gilpin was to make a public speech 
to the handful of people in the little village 
on Cherry Creek—now Denver—telling them 
that in a quarter of acentury they would have 
a city there of 150,000 people. He pictured 
the decadence of the ox and mule teams as a 
means of transportation, and told them how 
various lines of railroads would cen- 
ter there, and how branches of these road$ 
would extend south to the Gulf 
of Mexico. Hetold them of vast tracts of 
agricultural land which at that time was pro- 
ducing sage brush, cacti, and soap weed, but 
which he said could be made to produce 
cereals, fruits, etc. The people were then 
paying 25 cents a pound for potatoes and 
from $8 to $10 a hundred fur flour. Some of 
them looked significantly at each other, then 
at the Governor, tapped their foreheads 
and shook their heads. Others were more 
emphatic and many remarked: ‘‘ He’s got 
’em.’’? Oflate years this first speech of Gov. 
Gilpin’s was often a subject for jest between 
himself and the old-timers who had lived to 
see his prophécy come to pass, and the Govy- 
ernor himself was fond of relating the queer 
actions of his audience when he made his firgt 
official speegh. 

His services to the State form the pages of 
its most exciting history, but it was his un-.- 
precedented action in raising an army to in- 
tercept the Confederate forces then marching 
upon New Mexico and Coiorado that brought 

m into national notoriety and caused his re- 
moval from the Governorship. There were 
no railroads or telegraph lines between the 
Missouri River and the Rocky Mountains at 
that time and communication with Washing- 
ton required too long a time in 
cases of omennenty, ilpin, knowing 
of the Confederate invasion, organized an 
armed force in the name of the Union and 
issued scrip againat the government to the 
amount of $375,000 for pay and maintenance 
of his troops. This scrip was received by 
merchants and others in the full belief that it 
was as good as $20 gold pieces, for Gov. Gil- 
pin had won the full confidence of the people 
and they did not question his right to do any- 
thing. The government, however, repudiated 
the scrip, and the holders thereof raised such 
an uproar that Gilpin was removed and John 
Evans of Evanston. Ill., now known as Col- 
orado’s *‘Grand Old Man,”’ was sent to suc. 
ceed him. 

Gilpin’s Troops Victorious, 


The belief has always prevailed in the West 
thatthe course of the government would have 
been different bad it known of the true state 
of affairs. Gilpin’s troops marched against 
Gen. Sibley’s army and deteated the Con- 
federates in a batt:e at Apache Canon, N. M., 
apd thus saved both Territories to the Union. 

At the time of Gov. Gilpin’s removal the 

overnment had not learned of the battle, and 
Gilpin’s successor had actually been appoint- 
ed while the Colorado army was marching 
back from what was then considered a great 
victory. 

From this time on Gov. Gilpin never sought 
political office. He devoted himselt to busi. 
ness and made a fortune. All his leisure he 
gave to maturing a plan conceived some years 
before for a railway system that should con- 
nect the principal markets of the old and new 
world, He put his ideas on paper and issued 
a nook called the ‘Cosmopolitan Railway.’’ 
To this work Gov. Gilpin gave fifty years of 
thought and work and died in the full belief 
that his pee Hoag oat Sarg be built, 

Briefly the plan is this: t the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Russia, as the 
principal beneficiaries and on account of the 
further fact that they have always been allies, 
should issue bonds for the construction of a 
road crossing the North American Continent 
from the Atiantic Ocean to the Rocky Mount- 
ains, encircling South America by way of the

OONTINUAL ATTAOKS ALL WEEK AF-

Some of the Biggest Men in Wall Street 
Are Buying Stocks—One of the Most

Nuw York, Jan. 27.—[Special.]—The stock 
market this week has been under ‘continual 
attack, but except in one or two specialties 
nothing of importance has been accomplished 
in the way of forced declines.

_ movement known as university extension. So 
faras the Mississippi Valley is concerned, it 
_ tay be said that four years ago the term was 
- wnintelligible. Today it is probable that no 
_ term is more familiar to the ears of all peo- 
ple, and that a iarge share of them understand 
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its general import. The movement is regard- 
_ ed almost universally with favor; rather, per- 


he haps, because of its immense possibilities than 


because of what it has yet accomplished. 


There is hardly an intelligent community that 


does not feelin duty bound to inform itself 
regarding university extension, aud to con- 
sider seriously the question of organizing for 
the work. Not a few centers are now offer- 
ing to their patrons the third season of 


courses; a larger number are now conducting 


their second and third courses for this season, 
while others have entered upon the work

England Becomes Dotted with Centers. 

No sooner did the University of Cambridge 
recognize this as a modeof extending its 
teaching in the large towns than the matter 
was taken up rapidly by the larger communi- 
ties of England. The Universities of Oxford 
and London in due time authorized the rffove- 
ment by sending out men from their own in- 
stitutions, and thus England was soon dotted 
with ‘* universit extension centers.”’ 
Meanwhile the cntieentents had spread to this 
country, and in the seasonof 1890-’91 1t as- 
suined the form of an organized movement in 
and about Philade'phia. Mr. Ricnard G. 
Moulton of England was notified to come to 
this country to assist in organizing and form- 
ing the new plan. The result was that no less 
than 60,000 persons attended the lectures 
given in and about Philadelphia that first sea- 
son. In the followmg year the work was also 
taken up by the University of Cincinnati, and 
bya number of colleges about Chicago loosely 
organized under the name of the Chicago So- 
ciety for the Extension of University Teach- 


ing. 

in 1892 the University of Chicago opened 
its doors. Those who planned its work saw 
clearly that while the existence of the great 
university in the midst of a dense population 
is a thing always to be rejoiced in, yet the ex- 
penditure of millions to found anew institu- 
tion could hardly be justified unless that in- 
stitution were to come forward to meet some 
needs in education hitherto not entirely satis- 


} factory. This was not in any way a reflection 


upon the work done by universities already 
existing, but was rather an asgertion that these 
institutions were doing their work so well that 


‘to add to another of the same kind would be 


an almost useless expense of money and effort. 
The world is familiar with the fact that the 
plans of the University of Chicago have been 
stamped by the spirit of innovation, yet no 
one has supposed that these innovations exist 
for their own sake, but are rather to fulfill the 
purpose above mentioned. In one respect 
perhaps has this disposition to mark out new 
lines for itself been very evident, and that is 
in the attitude the university has taken 
toward university extension. The experience 
of the three years preceding its opening proved 
that the great obstacle to university extension 
teaching of the kind described lay in the fact 
that the men who engage in it were already 
overburdened with other duties in their class- 
rooms. The University of Chicago therefore 
established a separate division whose sole 
work should be to attend to the organiz 
and promoting of the work of extending uni- 
versity teaching in communities accessible 
from Chicago. | 
University of Chicago’s Division. 


This division was in time fully organized. 
It has its own director and secretaries of de- 
partments. andto a large extent a separate 
faculty; it has, however, the closest organic 


connection with the codérdinate divisions of | 


the university. Its director is a member 
of the University Council. The University 


the more certain that but a moderate amount 
of attention would be paid to this and other 
educational work during the present season. 
The number of centers engaged in the work 
since last October has been fully equal to that 
of a year ago, while great gain is to be found 
in the added disposition on the part of the 
people to perform the reading and writing of 
which opportunity is offered in connection 
with the lectures..

whereby university extension may be extend- 
ed beyond the regres tg of the institution. 
Indeed, while this.sys is precisely adapted 
to the work it undertakes it is by no means 
the most satisfactory to those individuals who 
wish to do non-resident work precisely paral- 
lel with the teaching given in the university 
class-rooms. There are many who for a time 
cannot reside atthe university, but who ex- 
pect later on to take up residence as students 
in its class-rooms. These would like, while 
conducting their business, to be pursuing 
studies in such a way that their work may 
count upon the course which they wish to 
complete as students in residence, 

In order to make this practicable two other 
departments of university extension teaching 
than the one already described have been or- 
ganized by the University of Chicago. One 
of these is called the department of corre- 
spondence teaching. Through this depart- 
ment a student in any part of the country, 
or indeed of the world, may receive by cor- 
respondence instruction sheets covering work 
exactly parallel to that being givea in the uni- 
versity itself. He may pursue his majors and 
minors in their regular order, and upon tak- 
ing his examination at the university may re- 
ceive the same credit as if he had studied in 
the class-rooms. He may not, however, do 
more than one-half of an undergraduate 
course in this way nor more than one-third 
of a graduate course of study. At least one- 
haif of the undergraduate and two-thirds of 
the graduate w6rk must be done in contact 
with university instructors. 

It will be seen that the lecture-study system, 
as described above, cannot pretend to offer 
the same sort of systematic teaching in pre- 
cise terms of majors and minors as the corre- 
spondence and class method, nor is it desira- 
ble that it should. The purpose of the lecture- 
study system is to stimulate ‘and direct the 
reading and study of those who want to read 
and study under direction along various 
lines of history, literature, and the sciences. 
Those who take lecture courses in 
the communities are not those who are 
studying for degrees and diplomas, but those 
who gnter upon the instruction of different 
subjects purely for the interest and informa- 
tion involved and for the pleasure of sys- 
tematic intellectual activity. In this. way 
subjects in economics, social science, En- 

lish and other literatures, history, biblical 

iterature, and various other subjects can be 
undertaken with great advantage. The prob- 
lem attempted to be solved through the cor- 
respondence class is to enable non-resident 
students to peemeeeee systematic class-room 
work, while the se of the lecture studies 
is to answer in t vor of busy people this 
question: “Can busy men and women at- 
tend to the duties of business, home. and so- 
ciety, and at the same time be systematically 
advancing their own culture by systematic 


reading and study ?’’

PROPOSED RADIOAL OMANGES:’ IN 
THE MALT SOHEDULE 


The Opinion vails That the Rate Is 
Too Low as Compared with Rate on 
Buildings in Which It Is Stored=An In- 
crease of 100 Per Cent Sugges Es- 
timated Fire Loss for the Week=Mecca 
Hotel Insurance Causes Comment=Gen- 
eral Insurance Notes. 


The schedule on malt and malt houses has 
been thoroughly discussed and at the meeting 
of the board Thursday a number of changes 
were suggested which will be made operative 
in case they can be satisfactorily applied by 
the rating department. The contention has 
been that there is not enough difference made 
between the rates on malt houses and con- 
tents. The rate on malt has been 25 cents 
more than on the building in which it is 
stored. Most of the agents are in favor of 
doubling the difference and a few favor charg- 
ing 75 cents more for cuntents than for 
building. The advance to 50 cents will be 
made easily, but it is probable that theagents 
will carry matters further and make some 
changes which will advance malt houses. 
The complaint is general that stocks which 
in case of fire prove bad losses are too low as 
compared with the buildings in which they 
are located. A general advance ef rates is 
what the companies are demanding. The 
local board proposes, however, to make 
these advances with as little fric- 
tion as possible. Advances will be 
made on classes which prove to be unprofita- 
ble. Recent losses on malt houses have been 
so heavy that there will scarcely be any objec- 
tion made to an advancein rates. Agents 
recognise and admit that this is a sort of

WEEK’S ESTIMATED FIRE LOSSES.

It was 
noted that the applicant, a woman, asked for the 
policy of a special company. Within a few 
weeks a fire occurred and a claim was 
made on the porie The applicant first 
insisted that she had but one policy, 
but later on admitted that she had three or four. 
It now appears that she had $6,000 or $7,000 
worth of insurance on possibly $1,000 worth of 
goods. It is supposed that she relied on making 
quick compromise settiements with three or four 
of the companies and then starting over again. 


Mecca Hotel Insurance Lines. 

The list of insurance on the Mecca Hotel pub- 
lished in Tue TRIBUNE yesterday was the occa- 
sion of considerable comment among agents and 
brokers. Asa usual thing the companies in the 
office of the agent who places a line of insurance 
are quite well represented on the line. ln the 
case of the Mecca Hotel, however, it is said that 
the agency aes the line was careful to have 


none of the haif dozen companies represented in 
its office on the line. The risk was considered 


good until the property became involved in liti- 


gation.

Thoughtfulness has been throttled by passion 
and a great horde of wild creatures surge down 
the street fairly frothing at the mouth with 
rage. There is at first the lurking sense of 
lawlessness which imparts fear. In their in- 
cipiency the cowardice of mobs is plainly 
apparent. 

Further on this tracit is covered over with 
an aspect of recklessness. But if stern and 
summary measures are employed against 
them this covering of apparent fearlessness is 
pierced and the essential cowardice of a 
mob’s heart is exposed, Lacking unity a 
mob in the beginning is vacillating. But if 
some designing and sinister mind succeeds in 
gett.ng control it can be turned into an al- 
most resistless flood of fury. 

How can mobs be managed, overcome, and 
quelled, is a fine question of practical and im- 
mediate importance. 

In the first place coolness, fearlessness, and 
promptness are necessary. During Shay’s 
rebellion a mob had formed in Keene,‘N. H., 
declaring that the courts should not sit. The 
Judges, among the ablest jurists in New En- 
gland, were timid, fearing that there was no 
power to enforce their authority. Gen. Sulli- 
van, an old Revolutionary hero and a fine 
Christian gentleman, was High Sheriff, and 
had charge of the court, Being consulted by 
the Judges he said: : 

‘* We will go and open the court in Keene 
on the day when by law it is there to be held, 
and I will see that everything is right.’”’ He 
started alone from Portsmouth with the judi- 
cial party. As they approaehed Keene fresh 
reports of the grpwing excitement met them. 
They were warned not to go ahead, assured 
that they never could reach the court-house. 
Alarmed, the Judges wished to turn back. 
Sullivan exclaimed: 

‘Be firm. All you have to do is tobe 
firm.” 

Getting nearer the city fresh messages 
reached them describing the anger of the in- 
creasing crowds, With blanched faces the 
Judges looked at Sullivan and said: 

‘** We don’t wish to be mobbed, and nothing 
can be gained by going on; we have no civil 
posse or power to enforce respect.”’ 

The oid General answered: “ You follow 
me and it all will ena right.”’ 

Firmness Won the Day. 


Before entering the city he put on his old 
military suit. Then bidding the Judges to 
follow end keep close to him, he drew his 
sword and pressed forward. On the outskirts 
of the town the crowd was so dense that the 
road became impassable, Faltering not Gen. 
Sullivan rode up and shouted: 

‘* Make way for the court! Let there be no 
obstructing the court!”’ 

Many recognized him. One of the mob 
said: ** | fought under him at the Battle of 
B——.”” The mob parted. The judicial party 
rode to the hotel. A number paid the old 
General great attention, almost forgetting the 
purpose of their angry gathering. Sullivan 
said tothe Judges in the hotel when alone 
with them: 

‘*T would open the court and immediately 
adjourn it, giving &s a reason for it that there 
are no lawyers present and no cases ready.”’ 

They accepted his counsel and got ready. 
Sullivan summoned the man who had the 
keys of the court-house. The fellow trembled 
in every neive and declared it would never do 
to try to open in the face of that angry crowd. 

‘* Take the keys and go in front of me,”’ was 
the stern command of the General. 

The party started, led by the janitor, the 
General following with drawn sWord, the 
Judges bringing up the rear. Down through 
a seething mass of 8,000, whose eyes blazed 
with pent-up anger at them, they passed to the 
court-house. Arriving there, Sullivan said to 
the scared janiter: 

** Put in the key and open the door.”’ 

They passed in, followed closely by the mob 
which jammed the room. The Judges took 
their seats. Sullivan bade the crier open the 
court. Hedidso, The General then said: 

‘* The court is now open.’ 

The Chaplain offered prayer. Judge Smith 
rose and suid: 

‘*There seen to be no suitors here and no 
clerk, and I will therefore adjourn the court 
for three months.” 

Gen, Sullivan rose, deliberately put on his 
cap and buckled on his sword, and shouted: 

‘Gentlemen, make way for the court!”’ 

They marched back to the hotel, mounted 
their horses and returned to Keene. 

The mob never recovered from the awe in- 
spired by the intrepidity of that one man. In 
spite of the furious threats of the whole coun- 
ty that no court should open, the’court had 
opened and sat in the very teeth of the mob, 
backed up by only one man clothed with ex- 
ecutive authority, and had adjourned of its 
own motion because there was no business, 
The people awoke to a aew sense of the maj- 
esty of the law, and the courage and prompt- 
ness of this one man did more than any one 
event to quell Shay’s rebellion and dissipate 
the anger of the people. 

Wendell Phillips’ Methods, 


Coupled to the foregoing qualities an appeal 
to the manliness, the patriotism,and the sense 
of shame can sometimes quell a mob in the 
early stages. 

Wendeil Phillips, who not infrequently had 
to face mobs in his stormy career, began his 
public life by an adroit and heroic conquest 
of a Faneuil Hall mob. He had been a spee- 
tator of the mobbing of Garrison in the 
streets of Boston, ana when Lovejoy was 
killed by a mob in Alton, Iil., Phillips at- 
tended a public meeting in Faneuil Hall to 
consider the latter tragedy. The Rev. Dr. 
Channing madea short but eloquent speech, 
followed by the Attorney-General, the Hon. 
James T. Austin. After a sneering attack on 
Channing Austin eulogized the Alton mob and 
placed them by the sideof the men who 
threw the tea overboard in Boston Harbor. 
Not expecting to speak Phillips, then but 26 
years old, was incited to reply. When he rose 
the audience became turbulent, the noise 
drowning his voice. When at last he was able 
to make himself heard he held the crowd’s at- 
tention until, referring to the Attorney-Gen« 
erai’s speech, he said: 

** Sir, when I heard the gentlemen lay down 
principles which place the murderers of Alton 
side by side with Otis and Hancock, with 
Quincy and Adama, I thought those pictured 
lips (poimting to the portraits in the hall) 
would have broken into voice to rebuke the 
recreant American, @he slanderer of the 
dead.” : 

Vhe uproar then became tremendous. 
There were hisses all over the hall. Men 
shrieked, “ Take back.”’ ** Make him 
take back recreant.” ‘ He shan’t go on un- 
till he takes it back.”’ 

Phillips stood unabashed before the furious 
en and when able to be heard again 
said: 

“The disputed right which provoked the 
Revolution—taxation without representation— 
is far beneath that for which Lovejoy died.” 
_ Again the mob broke out afresh, but finally 
inalull his dauntless bearing gained their 
atter‘ion once more, when, raisinc his voice, 
he said: 

“One word, gentlemen. As muchas thought 
is better than money so much is the cause for 
which Lovejoy died nobler than a mere ques- 
tion of taxes. John Otis thundered in this 
hall when the King did but touch his pocket. 
Imagine if youcan his indignant eloquence 
an England offered to put a gag upon his 

ips. 

The riotous spirit, which soon would have 
been fit for any deed, slunk “aad subsided be- 
neath that barbed arrow of truth; and Phil- 
lips spoke on to the close without interruption 
from the great audience, which was hushed 
by the mae of his art to an almost preter- 
hatural stillness.

Added to these qualities already mentioned 
patience and good humor have played a con- 


| spicuous part in gaining signal victories over 
howlimg mobs. 

When Henry Ward Beecher was announced 
to speak in Englandin 1863 the enemies of 
our country, led on by Southern agents, de- 
termined to silence him. Wendell Holmé 
said: ‘* They covered the walls with blood- 
red placards, they stimulated the mob by in- 
fiammatory appeals, they filled the air with 
threats of riot and murder.” 

The very worst elements of the big cities 
were employed to how! him down and break 
up his meetings. Criminals picked pockets, 
toughs yelled, roughs sought to create a 
panic, , 

His first meeting was in Manchester. Into 
the Free Trade Hall crowded 6,000 people. 
When Mr. Beecher came on the platform 
there was an outburst asif all the fiends of 
the pit were let out. One moment there was 
a tempest of hisses from all over the house, 
another moment there wasa long-drawn voi- 
ley of yells, then contemptuous epithets and 
vile opprobrium were hurled upon him. The 
scene was terrific, the sounds were appalling. 
A brave man could have retired from the 
platform without tarnishing his reputation 
for courage. 

Beecher walked easily to the front of the 
platform,and, smiling serenely, looked off 
upon the tremendous turmoil. The excite- 
ment increased and the concussion of noise 
grew deafening. Beecher appeared to 
enjoy it. By and by he began to ta:k to 
the reporters and they talked to him. Those 
near quicted a little and listened. The. roar 
of thousands of human voices subsided for an 
instant, then broke out again louder than 
ever. By and by it began todawn upon the 
inind of the mob that the man on the plat- 
form was having as good a time as they wait- 
ing until they->had howled themselves hoarse 
and worn themseives by exhaustion into 
silence, 

: His Wit Conquered, 

At lastin alull, with his unfailing good 
humor, he told the audience that he had abso- 
lute confidencein the desire of every English- 
man present to give him half the time. That 
captured the audience. For an hour he talked, 
when sharp fellows through the audience at- 
tempted to disconcert him by questions, But 
every interrogatory was an opportunity which 
he seized with masterly ability to elucidate 
and emphasize the truth concerning our na- 
tion. It was a magnificent triumph and was 
heralded by the metropolitan journals. 

But the worst mob which he encountered 
was in Liverpool. There Clarkson had been 
mobbed and cast into the sea. There the very 
dregs of the earth were set on him, Unawed 
by the frenzied rabble which shrieked and 
raged before him he held his position, spoke 
when the howlers grew tired, and at last fin- 
ished his speech, which Was reported verbatim 
and published all over Great Britain, Of this 
experience he said: 

**T had to speak extempore on subjects the 
most delicate and difficult as between our two 
nations, where even the shading of my words 
was of importance, and yet I had to out- 
scream a mob and drown the roar of a multi- 
tude. It was like driving a team of runaway 
horses and making love toa lady at the same 
time.’’ 

But with the mobs of the different cities 
conquered the press and public yielded to the 
indomitable champion of the United States, 
and his victory became national when there 
was hardly any honor within its gift which 
Great Britain, finally, was not wiliing to be- 
stow upon Henry Ward Beecher. : 


Diverted from Its Purpose. 


Sometimes a mob can be evaded by divert- 
ing it for a moment from its purpose, 

A man in Engiand was once.set upon by an 
infuriated rabble and h2 was in danger of bis 
life. His ready wit served him a good turn, 
He cried out while they were dragging him 
along: 

‘*A guinea for the man who will take my 
side,’”’ 

A fellow near at hand who had been cursing 
him responded with: 

** Here you are, sir.”’ 

“Hit him, boys,” quickly shouted the 
briber, ‘“*Hit him, boys. He’s a traitor.” 

‘**Hurrah!’* yelied the mob, ‘“Let’s hit 
him,”’ 

And for an instant they left their prisoner 
loose to seize upon the victim whom he desig- 
nated. But it was enough for him. He 
ducked his head, got mixed in the crowd, and 
in a moment had quitted the scene. 

There was no such an opportunity by which 
Archibald Forbes could extricate himself 
from the hands of a Parisian mob, though the 
famous war correspondent is about as quick- 
witted a fellow as mobs can generally find. 

While correspondent for the London Daily 
News Forbes witnessed the entry of the Ger- 
man trvops into Paris. In the Champs Ely- 
sées he was spoken to by the Crown Prince 
of Saxony while riding at the head of his 
staff. Immediately the attention of a group 
of Frenchmen was directed to him. They 
followed him, and when he had gotten a little 
beyond the shadow of tne German column 
they raised the cry: 

* A spy! A spy!’’ 

They followed it up with a general attack, 
in which they knocked him down, tore off 
most of his clothes, mutilated his face. and 
then seizing him by the legs they dragged him 
toward a fountain in which they intended to 
drown him. It may have been because he 
could not speak good French that his wit 
failed to serve him. He was at least in de- 
spair and would no doubt have suffered the 
fate intended for him by the mob had not.a 
picket of National Guards clubbed their mus- 
kets and by force rescued him from that bar- 
barous and untimely doom. 

Force as a Controlling Element. 


This suggests another element—viz.: force, 
which, combined with most of the others 
mentioned, is indispensable at times in over- 
coming moba, And this French metropolis, 
too, offers itself to the student of social and 
civil disturbances as being the arena wherein, 
on a scale of great magnitude, this element 
was employed in quelling one of the largest 
mobs of history. : 

In 1794 the National Convention of France 
submitted a new constitution to the people. 
Forty-eight wards in Paris voted to adopt, 
forty-six to reject. Majorities ruled and so it 
was adopted. But the royalists, wishing to 
get back the overthrown monarchy, protested, 
and, joining with the Jacobins, stirred up a 
vast mob. The National Guard, tegether 
with many noted Generals and old veterans, 
joined them. This mob, directed by the old 
Generals and armed largely with muskets and 
cannon, moved on the convention to loot it. 
Gen. Menou, with a large force, marched out 
to meet them. But the vast rabble overawed 
Menou and he retreated. The mob, led by 
the National Guards, made the city resound 
with their shouts of victory. A slight young 
man, only 24 years old, then entirely un- 
known, by the name of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
had hurried on foot along the pavement 
with others as Gen. Menou marched to meet 
the mob. Hescanned the mob and watched 
the General, and when he turned back in re- 
treat this obscure young man _ hurried back, 
sometimes running, then walking to get his 
breath, until he reached the chamber wherein 
the national convention was holding its ses- 
sion. He climbed the stairway and took a 
position in the gallery, and there looked down 
upon the members, as with terror-stricken 
countenances they heard the report of the re- 
treat of their General and tne exultation of 
the mob. He was but an idle spectator of 
~ scene, as were hundreds there in the gal- 

ery. 

It was plain that the convention felt itself 
doomed tothe ravages of the mob, It dis- 
missed Gen. Menot in disgrace and gave un- 
limited command to Barrus. He hesitated, 
and welihe might, for taere was no show of 
defeating the mob, and if one met it and 
failed to conquer it death would be inevitable. 
While Barras hesitated a sudden idea took 
possession of him. 

Addressing the convention, he said he knew 
a young officer whom he thought would be 
just the man for them. He had seen him 
fight in the battle of Toulon, and he could 
testify that he was without fear, that he could 
fight reckless of his own life. Then lifting 
his eyes to the gallery, for he caught sight of 
He man there, called Napoleon Bonaparte 

own. 

From what Barras had said the members 
expected to see a stalwart and bronzed veter- 
an. When Barras.presented Napoleon to the 
convention there before them they were as- 
tounded to see a siim fellow of undersize, 
with a thin, pale, smooth face, appearing to 
be no older than-18. 


Napoleon as a Protector, 


When the first shock of amazement was 
over the question was put to the youthful of- 
ficer: 

“ Are you willing to undertake the defense 
of the convention?’ ) 

‘“‘Yés,”’ was his laconic reply. | 

“ Are you aware of the magnitude of the 
undertaking?’’ was the next question. 

* Perfectly,” replied the pale-faced officer. 
“And Iam in the habit of accomplishing 
that which I undertake.” 

Then, continuing, he added: “One condi- 
tion is indispenszabie, I must have the unlim- 
ited command and be entirely untramme 
by any orders from the convention.” 


He was appointed.

When morning dawned the mob got rex.ty 
for the final siart with vociferous jubtiaton, 
The city resounded with their esattant shouts, 
Gen. Menou had retreated in despair 
them. Nothing’ could withstand 
proach, Their exultation rose her 
higher. The members of the convention be. 
came more and more agitated with alarm, 

The slight and slender officer comm anding 
their defense was imperturbably coo! and calm, 
He had a force of 5,000 men. On came the 
mob with a hoarse roar. He knew that 
were no less than 40,000 marching agaings 
him. Banners floated over them and thejp 
shouts were the shours of the victors. Dow, 
upon the Tuileries they came. 

They beheld the troops of the conventigg 
maintaining a steady front. The young of 
ficer had given orders not to fire unt 
mob had fired. The mob becaine exas 
ed at their immovable front, expecting er 
they approached they would break ranks ang 
run. 

Getting nearer the mob opened fire, fp, 
mediately the cannon from the troops blaged 
away. Many of the mob fell. Terror 
dismay seized upon the others. They brogg 
and fled in every direction. The cannon eon. 
tinued to boom and the whole city was filled 
with consternation. A_ division Was com. 
manded to follow up the rioters and fire 

Then the troops 
were sent to disarm the people throughogs 
the city so that there should be no reagsemh, 
ling of the mob, Thus it was finally, gym. 
marily, and irretrievably routed, . 

The slight, slim, pale-faced young officer 
was received by the convention with extrayg. 

gant congratulations. It declared that his 
energy had saved the republic. At once he 
was appointed Commander-in-Chief pf the 
Army of the Interior. Thus did Napoléon 
Bonaparte begin his public career, 

Evidently this was the only method 
which such a mob could have been quelled 
and unquestionably that prompt and severe 
treatment, wherein a couple of hundred meg 
lost their lives, saved the lives of many 
thousands. 

Not a Desirable Method, 


But generally now itigdue to inexcusable 
negligence on the part of the authorities when 
a mob reaches such a point where it is abso- 
lutely necessary to take life in order to 
rout it. 

The police of our large cities are drilled in 
maneuvers by which te quickly disperse mobs, 
They achieved signal success over one of the 
most usly riots, that of New York City ig 
1863. 

This mob had surged through the streets 
for several days. The State militia had 
drawn up its ranks to break up the mob and 
withdrew unsuccessful. The United States 
soldiers likewise failed to dislodge the rioters, 
Then the police were engaged. and by a few» 
swift and sudden movements which took the” 
rabble by surprise dispersed the mob and the 
city became quiet. 

A cool head, a quick eye, which at a 
takes in the entire situation and instantly de- - 
tects the weak points; intrepid courage, and 
proses and vigorous action are requisites in 

im who would successfully handie a mob 
and quell it. Deployed upon either flank or 
in the rear with a sudden and energetic move- 
ment squads of police can be huried unex- 
pectedly upon a mob, and before it has real. 
ized what is going on can break it up without 
destroying a singie life, 


PROPAGATING A NEW BOVINE RACE,

Good Results from a Novel Experiment in 
North Dakota. 

San Francisco. Chronicle: Among late ar 
rivals is William Weavey of Durbin, N. D., 
who is engaged in raising “ cattleo,” or half. 
breed buffaloes and domestic cattle. The 
word cattleo isa compounding of the two 
words, cattle and: buffalo, Mr, Weavey has 
brought three of his half-bloods and four pure 
buffaioes along. They are all very handsome 
animals, of different ages, and the “* cattleo,” 


color and as fat as moles. 

Mr. Weavey, whois a pioneer of Dakota, 
was for some yeurs extensively engaged in 
raising wheat. One year he raised as much 
as 75,000 bushels, but later he retrenched, 
Four years ago he hit on the novel indus 
of raising cattleo, and now he sees m 
money in it. 

The reason for this is that both the meat 
and the skins are vastly more valuable than 
of the buffalo or cattle. Mr. Weavey at first 
had much trouble in getting a cross that would 
survive. Many men had tried it, but as a 
general thing it wasa failure. Mr. - Weavey 
brought a number of buffalo to his farm and 
made many experiments. 

At length he tried-a cross of the polled 
Angus breed of cattle with the buffalo, and 
soon began to get results that were entirely 
satisfactory. At first the young cattleo died 
being brought forth at the wrong season of 
the year, but in time Mr. Weavey learned 
that if they came with the new spring grass 
of the prairies they would flourish like the 
grass. He began with one buffalo bull and a 

olied Angus cow, and now bas as pretty 4 
ittle herd as one could wish to see. 
~. Besidee he has eoid skins and meat enough 
to bring him a handsome revenue, The skins 
are much superior to those of the full-biood 
buffaio, the fur being finer and longer and of 
the uniform seal-brown color. They are 
worth on the average from $100 to $150 
apiece, but one skin was so fine that he got 
$250 for it. The meat is at least 50 per cent 
finer than buffalo, too, partaking of the native 
wildness of that animal and the high blvod of 
the polied Angus. The latter breed is black, 
which accounts for the rich uniform color 
the cattleo. 
Out of both the skins and meat, therefore, 
it will be seen thatif they thrive with any- 
thing like the certainty of domestic cattle 
there is plenty of moneyin it. But another 
thing has been discovered which was unlooked 
for, and that is that the cattleo are much 
larger than the buffalo. 
‘lwo of Mr. Weavey’s yearling cattleo now 
weigh over 1,100 pounds each. One of the 
cattleo, too, oddly enough, is without horns, 
like the polled Angus-cattle, which never have 
any horns. The cattleo show the heavy 
shoulders and stout neck of the buffalo, but 
not to the degree, by any means, a8 1D 
latter animals. Altogether they are pretty 
and docile animals. His object in b ng 
then here was to exhibit) them at the Fait 
and thus illustrate what could be done im 

ropagating a new bovine race, which in his 
judgment is to succeed, and prove @ 
more valuable than the buffalo. 

He rears them on his Dakota farm in the 
same way as the cattle, giving them only 
attention which his domestic cattle receive. 
He says that the troubie heretofore in all 
attempts that have been made has been in not 
hitting on the right breed of domestic cattle 
and in the failure to have the cgttleo born im 
the spring with the grass.

Finding the Artists’ “Shops.” 


As far as they go these rules are admirable. 
but, unfortunately, they do not exhaust the 
subject. Sometimes it is necessary to take 
steam cars or the cable and ride long miles in 
every direction—north, south, and west—into 
those suburbs that are still Chicago to find 
the pleasant places that out-of-town artists 
call their *‘shops.”’ In aq few cases—not so 
many as give the impression that Chicago art- 
ists, as a Class, are roiling about on luxurious 
beds of ease, however—one can enter boldly 
the portals of: the most imposing office build- 
ing in town sure of finding somewhere on the 
topmost floor where the light is good the ob- 
ject of his quest. 

The character of these ‘dens ’’ devoted to 
the pursuit of fame, and incidentally to the 
exigencies of daily life, are as diverse as those 
of the men and women who make them. | But 
on all alike art has laid its finger, and whether 
they speak of crusts sweetenod by ambition 
and self-denying study or of a degree of com- 
fort won by rigid devotion to the most exact- 
ing of all mistresses there is in each some- 
thing of the “‘atmosphere” that all people 
with artistic instincts like to talk about and

Like Mr. Rascovich 
Mr. Dvorak may be considered a new 
comer. He has not been long in Chicago, 
having come here from Philadelphia about 
two years ago. He is a conscientious worker 
and spends many hours of each day at his 
easel, His rooms are made bright with rugs 
and ** green growing things,”’ and at present, 
with nothing so much as the picture on which 
he is at work, a group of laughing babies 
playing at hide-and-seek, with a big red fan 
and a bunch of roses. Itis a pretty concep- 
tion and- should be popular if the finished 
picture fulfils, the promise of the incompleted 
state. A large canvas, back of this, on which 
Mr. Dvorak works occasionally, is covered 
with a sketch of the club house lawn at Wash- 
ington Park on Derby day, introducing the 
portraits of the people who make “ society.” 
To return to the “big building” studios, 
One of the cheeriest, airiest of them is that of 
Mr. Jules Guerin in the Auditorium. Its fur- 
nishings are simple but in the best of taste, 
leaving plenty of working room while giving 
one a satisfied sense of colors. Rugs and 
Oriental draperies, some _ studies, and 
a few finished pictures make an apartment 
that if ‘‘mannish”’ is none the less attractive. 
Mr. Guerin is. one ot the younger Chicago

The group of artists in the Atheneum 
Building includes several of the men whose 
canvases have grown familiar to people who 
attend the occasional exhibitions of the Chi- 


Society of Artists. Mr. D. F. Bigelow, 


who is one of the oldest painters of landscape 
in Chicago, has a workroom, in which he re- 
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off some of their characteristics. These facts 
may explain his affinity for the solemn black 
cat whose portrait he painted recently and in- 
tends to again. 


Their Comradeship and Jollity. 


All these men anda hundred more whose 
names are enrolled on its membership list 
find in the ‘‘every other Saturdays” of the 
Society of Artists that comradeship and jollity 
that seem somewify essential to successful 
picturemaking. After the speeghmaking is 
ended on these nights of suppers and gayety a 
number of good fellows who don’t happen to 
be painters—actors, newspaper men,a few 
lawyers, and sometimes a physician or two— 
drop in. There is music then and the galleries 
take on sométhing of the look that Du Maurier 
likes to dwell on in the studios of his friends 
**the Laird’? and * Little Billee,’’ the heroes 
of his new story “ Trilby.”’ 

In these festivities women artists have, of 
course, no part. But they have their own 
headquarters and give their own “ func- 
tions ’’ regardless of the men. The Palette 
club, of which Miss Alice Kellogg is President, 
forms a center for their social life. Miss Ida 
Burgess, who, it may be remembered, decor- 
ated the rooms devoted to women’s exhibits 
in the Illinois Building, shares with the club 
her pleasant studioin the Chickering Build- 
ing, or else the club shares its rooms with 
her; at all events, they seem to be identified.

with pretty striped Madras grass cloth. A 
tea-table occupies one corner with cups in- 
vitingly spread on it and some téte-a-tétes 
drawn up cozily. There are bookshelves, 
casts,and some pieces of pottery about, and 
everywhere sketches, studies, finished pict- 
ures, portraits jast begun and black-and- 
whites, souvenirs of some exhibition. It is 
pleasant to think of Miss Kellogg herself as 
a representative Chicago artist so far as the 
women are coucerned. She is one of the 
instructors at the Art Institute, and does 
clever work for the dealers from time 
to time. She has, too, ideas on subjects 
other than art, is bright to talk to and grace- 
ful in her manner. Altogether tea at her table 
is a good thing to remember.

shop in the Giles Building devoted wholly to 
study. Just now it is filled with unfin- 
ished water-colors which he is preparing 
for the exhibition which he and Mr. Guerin 
are to make in February.

Where Frederick Freer Works.

Pictures of his have 
been purchased by several Chicago men, 
Charles Hutchinson and Lyman J. Gage 
among them.

Shakspeare’s Banner Is So ~ 
Borne in Chicago. 


OF WALKER WHITESIDE, 


His Work Strong and Always 
Evenly Balanced.

NEW THINGS OFFERED THIS WEEK 


This is a winter of discontent for William 
Shakspeare; his name! does not exercise a 
| spell over the people as it did in the past aiid 
| willin the future, but his banner is being 
gallantly borne in Chicago by two neophytes 
—Walker Whiteside and Julia Marlowe. 
The former has been grappling with such 
roles as Hamlet and Othello; and the young 
actress has been lending her gracesto the 
Violas, Rosalinds, ard Juliets which people 
the world of Shakspeare’s lighter fancy. Well 
might Mr. Whiteside inthe sable robes of 
Hamlet exclaim: , 

The time is out of joint—O cursed spite! 

That I was ever born to make it right. 
Good fortune attend him in the heavy task 
that lies before him! The path is clear, - 
though it is steep. No yong man ever 
started out with the mastery that Mr. White. 
side possesses over the mechanism of his art, 
One tnay repeat what one said after seeing 
his Hamlet last week: “If he were a worse 
actor he would be  better.’’ That is 
to say if he were more uneven the 
strong points’ of his work would 
stand out in greater relief than theydo. This 
is an age of naturalism, and there is k formal. 
ity in Mr. Whiteside’s work—a certain inton- 
ing, pauses, and rolling of r’s which keep 6ne 
at an artificial tension. Yet he gives variety 
to his somewhat declamatory style, and there 
is strong intelligence in everything he does, 
It would take up too much space to point out 
the beauties of his Hamlet; there were a score 
of phrases and situations that were finely 
handled. It requires less space, however, te 
point out a few instances of mistaken action, 
For instance, the tossing away of Ophelia’sres . 
turned presents strikes one as untrueto nature, 
The jewels—or whatever they are—have been =~ 
worn by Ophelia and have been dear to her, 
For their associations therefore (not for their 
intrinsic value) Hamlet should treasure and 
caress them. . c 

The treatment'of the flute or pipe also 
should be different. One has seen Hamlets 
who snapped the unoffending instrument 
after the phrase about ‘“‘knowing my stops,” © 
etc., and one thought that such Hamlets ~~ 
should be criticised with nothing short of a — 
club. Mr. Whiteside does not break the ine  —

with this phrase is a chorus of Hebrews, sung 
behind the curtain. The lamenting captives 
ask deliverance of God. The fugal form of 
the number which continues until the rise of 
the curtain indicates at once the severe and 
classic natate of the work. Samson arouses 
the courage of his co-mates, and prepares the 
revolt which the insolente of Abimelech hast- 
ens to fury. Samson kills the Satrap of Gaza, 
and the Israelites. exeunt at the right of the 
stage. The High Priest of Dagon descends, 
attended, from the temple, and curses Sam- 
son. The return of the triumphant Hebrews 
is one of the most ingenious numbers of the 
opera. There isa chorus of basses, to which 
liturgie color and rhythm give astonishing 
breadth, and they emphasize the more 
strongly the fresh chorus of the women of 
Philistia, ‘ Now spring’s generous hand.’ The 
charming phrase will be found again in the 
temple-scene, the ldst tabléau, as will the 
melodic design of the great duet of the sec. 
ond act, but ironically, in the orchestra, while 
Delilah insults the blinded hero. The dance 
of the Priestesses of Dagon, which follows 
the chorus, is of delightful inspiration. and it 
prepares effectively the grandeur of the drama 
that follows. Delilah looks earnestly at Sam- 
son and sings to him, and Samson listens, not 
heeding the old man near him-who says *The 
powers of hell have created this woman, fair 
to the eye, to disturb thy repose.’

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LIFE OF JAMES SHERIDAN KNOWLES, 
AUTHOR OF “ VIRGINIUS.” 


Pedigree of Knowles One Which Promised 
Him Success in LetterseHis Relation- 
ship to Irish Literary Families — Ac- 
counts of “ Virginius,” “The Hunch- 
back,” and Other Enduring PlayseHis 
Leaving the Footlights at Last for the 
Church, 


There is no English-writing dramatist who 
is mnore severely tréated by end-of-century 
critics than James Sheridan Knowles, yet 
how few of his predecessors or contempo- 
raries who can boast of bequeathing to the 
stage five or six living plays? To of his 
dramas have been given at McVicker’s by 
Miss Julia Marlowe, “The Love Chase” 
and “The Hunchback,” ‘ Love” and 
‘The Rose of Arragon” are dramas 
of his which the writer has seen at 
different times on the American boards. 
His chief title to immortality, however, is that 
he wrote ‘ Virginius’’—the Virginius of 
Macready, of Forrest, of John McCullough. 
There ate no recent biographies of this 
dramatist; the world seems willing and even 
anxious to forget him; but he requires no 
other vindication to posterity than his endur- 
ing works, 

James Sheridan Knowles came of a good 
strain of literary blood. His grandfather was 
the Rev. Dr. Sheridan, who is noted in the 
history of Irish letters as the friend 
and correspondent of Dean Swift. 
The doctor 1s not to be confounded with his 
son, Tom Sheridan, actor and teacher of elo- 
cution, whose quurrel with Dr. Samuel John- 
son is mentioned by Boswell. Fame would . 
not busy itself about the second Sheridan but 
for the fact that he begat the greatest of the 
family, the author of * The School for 
Seandal.”” The celebrated Mrs. Norton was 
“a daughter of Tom Sheridan. Besides being 
related to these people Knowles was con- 
nected with the Lefanus, one of whom wrote 
* Shamus O’Brien,’ and another of whom 
issued only a few months ago that engagin 
book of anecdote, ** Seventy Years of Trish 
Life.’ (Maemilian.) 

The father of the present dramatist was a 
schoolteacher in Belfast. James Sheridan 
Knowles was born in Cork May, 12, 1784, 
and lived until 1862. From early youth he 
was associated with plays and with the stage. 
He was a strolling player and not yet a man 
when he fell in with Edmund Kean and wrote 
for him a drama called ‘‘ Leo, the Gypsy.”’ 
In after years it was Kean and not 
Macready whom he had in his 
mind’s eye when he wrote ‘* Virginius.’’ 
Kean always regretted that he permitted an- 
other to reap laurels which were within his 
reach. ‘ William Tell” was afterwards 
written for Kean, butit did not obtain the 
great popularity of ‘* Virginius.”” Among 
the dramas of Knowles’ earlier period were 
‘‘ The Spanish Story,’’ ‘* Hersilia,” * Brian 
Boroighme,”’ and ** Caius Gracchus.” ‘* Vir- 
ginius ’’ appeared in the year 1820; and in 
succeeding years came ‘‘ The Beggar of Beth- 
nal Green,”’ *“‘Alfred The Great,’’ **The Hunch- 
back,”’ ** The Wife; or, A Tale of Mantua’’; 
“John of Procida,’ “The Wrecker’s 
Daughter.”’. “The Love Chase,” and 
‘*Woman’s Wit; or, Love's Disguises.’’ 
He was a versatile if not a great man and his 
career was a varied one. e was at different 
times asong writer, professor of rhetoric, 
lecturer, novelist, professor of elocution, and 
finally—to what strange uses do we not come, 
Horatio!—he became a Baptist minister. 

What muilitated against Knowles in his own 
day and what irritates his critics at the pres- 
ent time is his overweening fondness for the 
archaic in language. He went back to 
the Elizabethan dramatists for his models, 
Had he taken Shakspeare solely he would 
have strengthened not disfigured his style, 
but he copied what may be called the labored 
preciosity of certain of Shakspeare’s con- 
temporaries. He was habitually. gyilty be- 
sides of inversions and contortions of language 
in order to meet the requirements of biank 
verse. He aimed to lift everything he wrote 
above the prosaic level, , therefore, never 
dared to be natural—to alight on the solid 
earth.

‘* Virginius ”’ is curiously free from cum- 
bersome phraseology, the author hav- 
ing maintained in writing this work 
a noble. simplicity. Lerd. Macauley 
expressed his admiration of it. At the 
same time Knowles made one mistake which 
one found hard to forgive on seeing that play 
for the firat time. Virginias was, of course, 
a centurion, a plebéian; and yet he was rep- 
resented on the boards, aceording to the 
author’s evident intention, as a Roman Sena- 
tor, a noble, a patrician. Such an inversion 
.of social character is a _ greater sin 
in our realistic day than it could have been 
earlier in the century, when a conventional 
type of Roman was probably acceptable. 
One would be glad to have another night of 
‘ Virginius” as it used to be produced by 
McCullough; its faults would not now be ob- 
trusive and one would haye eyes only for its 
dignity, its nobility, its pathos. 

It is a tale made beautiful by years 
Of pure old Roman sorfow—old in tears. 


Nor doth a crowned poet of the age 

all the sweet spirit from the historic page; 
No old familiar dramatist hath spun 
This tragic antique web tonight. but one, 

-An unknown author in a sister lan 

Waits in young fear the fiat of your hand. 

Soran the prologue when the play was first 
déne in London in 1820. Barry Cornwall! wrote 
the epilogue. It is generally believed that Mac- 
ready was the first Virginius. Asa matter of 
fact the drama was first done in Glasgow, 
where it had a run of twenty nights, an actor 
named Cooper taking the title role. It will be 
the figure of John McCullough that will fill 
the mind’s eye of the pleygoer of today as he 
reads litres like the following, wakening a 
ready echo in his memory. The lines are from 
the trial scene: 

Numitorius: Will she swear ehe is her child? 
| Virginius: To be sure she will—a most wise 


question that ! i 
Is she not his slave? Will his tonguelie for him— 
Or his hand steal—or the finger of his hand 
Beckon, or point, or shut, or epen for him? 


Is this the daughter ofa slave? I know 

"Tis not with men as shrubs and trees that by 
The shoot you know the rank and order of 
The stem. Yet who from such a stem would look 


For such a shoot? 


Presenting his witnesses: 


That saw her lying at the generous 
And sympathetic fount that at her cry 
Sent forth a stream of liquid living pearl 
To cherish her enameled veins. 

The last figure of speech—the “* sym pathetic 
fount,” the ** stream of liquid living pearl, 
and the * enameled veins ’—illustrates bet- 
terthan any other passage one knows in 
Knowles’ works his artificial straining after 
the precious in language. Itis the very ice 
cream of poetry, and as a general rule men 
do not affect ice cream. There is, by the way, 
in this drama a phrase in which the author 
comes near to the heart of nature. It is al- 
most Shakspearean. It is in that seene in 
which Virginius, gone mad, imagines he hears 
the voice of his dead child. : 

I hear a sound so fine there’s nothing lives 
Between it and silence. . ‘ 

The Appius Claudius was either killed by 
another than Virginius or committed suicide; 
but both poetic license and poetic justice 
warranted the dramatist in making Virginius 
the instrument of his death. 

There is more rhetoric than poetry in 
Knowles’ verse; the professor of rhetoric and 
the professor of elocution are oftener in evi- 
dence than the poet. The quality of thea tri- 
cality—one uses the word not igrobiy—is 
equaiiy strong in Bulwer and Knowles; they 
both liked a tnouth-filling, rafter-resounding 
outburst. Witness the speech of Vuirginius 
when in the trial scene some one cries out, 
“‘ Justice wili be defeated ”’: 
Virginius: He lies in the face of the gods; she is

paring critics in the heyday of his fortune as 
he bas at the present time, Mr, Carlyle said : 
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Review in 1829 in contrast- 
wn times with those of Queen Eliza- 
the ple were then governed not 
by a Castlereagh but by a Burleigh; they had 
wee Shakspeare and Philip pie: Daas x we 
ve our Sheridan Knowles and u Brum. 
mell.” Itisa farcry, of course,from Shakspeare 
to Sheridan Knowles; but it should have been 
consolation to the latter to come within hail- 
ing distance of the master. The name of 
Knowles is overshadowed by the names of sev- 
eral dramatists, including that of his brilliant 
cousin, Richard Brinsley She n; but only 
two plays by Sheridan survive, and 
there are at least five by Knowles. 
As for the Congreves, the Wycherleys; or—to 
o back to the Elizabethan days—where are 
the works of Massinger, Beaumont, Fletcher, 
Ford, as far as the living stage is ccncerned? 
** Where are the snows of yester year?” 

Among the tributes that greeted the author 
of “ Virginius”’ on his success was this from 
his cousin, the poetess, Mrs. Norton: 

Master of feeling and of thought! 
Poet, who still hast truly wrought! 
ich in the power our hearts to move 

With sudden touch of Naturo’s love; 

« With thrill of passionate distress, 
Or gush of gentlest tenderness, 
Or burst of unconquered scorn, 
Or pride of noble instinct born— 
Who of this present age shall claim 
In Shakspeare’s art an equal name? 
None! Thine should be a double wreath— 
Success in life—fame after death. 

But there was another tribute that the 
recipient must have valued more than this; 
at least posterity will put on it a much higher 
value. It wasa sonnet from Charles Lamb 
anent the same production. There is not 
much poetry in it, but there is illuminative 
criticism : 


Twelve years ago I knew thee, Knowles, and then 


Esteemed you a perfect specimen 

Of those fine spirits warm-souled Ireland sends 

To teach us, colder English, how a friend's 

Quick pulse should beat. I knew you brave and 
plain, 

Strong-sensed, rough-witted, above fear or gain; 

But nothing further had the gift to espy. 

Sudden ye reappear—with wonder I 

Hear my old friend (turned Shakspeare) read a 
scene 

Only to hts inferior in the clean 

Passes of pathos, with such fencelike art 

Ere we can see the steel ’tis in our heart. 

James Sheridan Knowles never received 
from his countrymen the sympathy and ad- 
miration which were his due, He loved 
liberty, and he loved it ata time when such 
love was neither fashionable nor profitable. 
Under many dramatic disguises he voiced the 
aspirations of the Irish people for independ- 
ence. Unfortunately for him the patrons of 
the theater in the beginning of the century 
were not the Irish people but the Anglo-Irish 
landlords. As a result Sheridan Knowles 
sowed the seed of patriotism on barren rocks. 
There is a passage in ** William Tell’ that still 
preserves in its lines the glow of this liberty 
lover: ‘ 

Tell; Scaling yonder peak, 
I saw aneagle wheeling near its brow: 
O’er the abyss his broad expanded wings 
Lay calm and motion!ess upon the air, 
As if he floated there without their aid 
By the sole act of his unlorded will 
That buoyed him proudly up. Instinctively 
I bent my bow; yet kept he rounding still 
His airy circle, as in the delight 
Of measuring the ample range beneath, 
And round about, absorbed. he heeded not 
The death that threatened him. I could not shoot. 
"Twas liberty. I turned my bow aside 
And let him soar away! 


* * 

The quality in this dramatist which made 
him dear to his own generation—and perhaps 
it is largely the cause of his unwaning popu- 
larity. today—is that he wrote loftily of wom- 
anhood. He was an idealist above all things 
in this regard. He might have paraphrased 
Moore’s jingle— 

My only books were woman’s looks 
Anu honor all they taught me. 

His Virginia, his Constance, his Julia—all 
are variations on the theme of woman's grace 
and charms. “I wish,”’ said a lady to him on 
one occasion, “ I could speak on behalf of my 
sex and thank you as you deserve for the way 
in which you have drawn us.’’ :** What else 
could I have done, my dear madam*?’’ said 
Knowles in his hearty way; **‘ God bless you, I 
painted thei as I found them.”’ 

Perhaps playgoers have forgotten that Mary 
Anderson revived qne of Sheridan Knowles’ 
dramas. It was called ‘*‘ Love,” and she 
played the heroine .at McVicker’s about 
tweive years ago. In this piece a Russian 
Countess loves her secretary, aserf named 
Huon. The only scene one . vividly 
remembers is in the forest. Huon 
is apparently stricken by lightning when 
the love and anxiety: of Catherine break 
through ali barriers of pride and reserve, 
Miss Anderson was not then as skillful as she 
afterwards became in her art; but one remem- 
bers that under her wide hat of sweeping 

lumes she made a rare picture of beauty.

These three were Sir Thomas Clifford in 
‘“*The Hunchback,” Huon in “ Love,” and 
the hero of ‘“‘The Secretary,’’a play taken 
from a novel, “The King’s: Highway,” by G. 
P. R. James. 

In 1836 Knowles visited America in his ca- 
pacity as an aotor. He was received with 
honors as a man of letters. but he made no 
more of an impression here as an actor 
than he seemed to make in. England. 
He had no reason. to be ashamed of this 
fact. Shakspeare contented himseif with 
third-rate parts like the Ghost and Old Adam, 
whi'e robustious, periwig-pated fellows were 
winning-all the plaudits in the center of the 
stage. Knowles himself played Master Wal- 
ter the first night *‘The Hunchback” was 
produced, and he was the only member of the 
cast who was inadequate. Charlies Kemble 
was the Clifford and his daughter Fanny 
(afterwards to be so weil known in America) 
was the Julia. 

In America Knowles married his second 
wife, Miss Emma Eiphinstone, an actress, 
whom he met in Philadelphia. In that city 
he was {éted at a public dinner. There is 
only one other thing to recordin his career. 
In his later years in England he entered the 
Baptist ministry. He had always been a 
serious-minded man, and his fore. 
fathers had been teachers or cler- 
gymen. Strangely enough after entering 
the ministry he plunged into controversy, one 
of his pamphlets having been an answer to a 
treatise by Cardinal Wiseman on “ Transub- 
stantiation.’’ Able and educated as the ex- 
actor and dramatist was he did not shine in 
his new sphere; for his intellectual armory 
was not overstocked with theological weap- 
ons. He hadatrial in his old age, which 
did not prevent his acquaintances from 
enjoying a joke at hisexpense. His eldest 
son turned Roman Catholic, and the friends 
of the family claimed that this change came 
about through reading two of his own father’s 
tracts. 

Among the men whom Knowles knew early 
in the century was William Hazlitt, the 
critic, whom the dramatist called his *‘ men- 
tal father.”’ In one of his essays collected 
under the title of ** The Spirit of the Age ”’ 
(an abstract has just been published by G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons), there isa kindly estimate 
of the author of ** Virginius.’’ Says Hazlitt: 

The seeds of dramatic genius are contained and 
fostered in the warmth of the blood that flows in 
his veins: his heart dictates to his head. The 
most unconscious, the most artless of mortals, he 
instinctively obeys the impulses of natural feel- 
ing and produces a perfect work of art. ignorant 
of rules, regarcdiess of modeis, he 
follows the steps of truth and sim- 
plicity; arid strength, proportion, and delicacy 
are the infallible results. There is no doubt that 
** Virginius ”’ is the best acting tragedy that has 
been produced on toe modern stage. Mr. Knowles 
himself was a player at one time, and this cir- 
cumstance has probably enabled him to judge of 
the picturesque and dramatic effect of his lines, 
as we think it might have assisted Shakspeare. 
There is no impertinent display, no flaunting 
pootry ; the writer immediately conceives

thought tell if he 

had to speak it himself. Mr, 
Knowles is the ‘first tragic writer of the age; 
in other respectsi:he is a common man, and di- 
vides his time and his affections between his 
plots and his fishing-tackle—between the muses’ 
spring and those mountain streams which sparkle 
like his own eye, that gush ont like his own voice 
at the sight of ah old friend. We have known 
him almost from a child, and we must say he ap- 
ears to us the same boy-poet that he ever was. 
e had been cradled in song, and rocked in it as 
in a dream, forgetful of himself and of - yee!

PresentationOne-Night Stands Barred 
The Author, a Beautiful Young 
Woman, to Travel with the Company= 


All Stars in the Cast. 

A young actor of this city ad vertised for “‘a 
gentieman or lady accustomed to amateur 
theatricals. with $2,000 cash, to becomea 
partner and player ina first-class dramatic 
company which will open in Chicago or New 


York Easter Monday.”’ 

A Triwcne reporter hasa friend who has 
some money to invest. The friend was called 
out of the city, and commissioned his friend, 
the reporter, to keep track of business chances 
for him and take advantage of the first one 
that promised success. 

The $2,000 advertisement referred to was 
answered and an arrangement followed fora 
hearmg. The young man who wants $2,000 
which will enable him to open up in 
Chicago or New York Easter Monday 
is not alone. There are others in the same 
business. Some want more and some want 
less. The young man is fot a novice in the 
theatrical business. He went on the stage 
when he was 7 years old, and he has under- 
gone its vicissitudes for about twenty years. 
Nevertheless, hope is sitting up with him right 
along. If any enthusiasm in one’s vocation 
brings about success this young man is des- 
tined to reap histrionic glory if he lives much 
longer. He has good address, a business-like 
idea as to what should be done in front of the 
house, and the sort of acquaintances which a 
young man ought to have, If they will stand 
by him he will win, provided he can get the 
$2,000 and provided the play is a go, ete. 

His Wardrobe Mast Be Silk, 

He has enough money of his own to buy his 
own wardrobe and that of the company, 
twelve people, And he sai¢ that his own out- 
fit would be silk, for he is of the opinion that 
many an actor has gone down in a good play 
because he wore cotton or some other cheap 


material. 

But clothes alone do not make the play go. 
There are effective printing and advertising and 
they cost money.

WILD BEASTS AND THEIR TRAINERS. 


The Singular Effect of Constant Associa- 
tion with Brutes, 

It is a peculiar fact thatanimal trainers and 
men associated with wild beasts in captivity 
gradually grow by force of their association 
to resemble their savage pupils in bodily and 
facial characteristics, says the New York 
Times, Proof of this statement may be found 
by the curious at Hagenbeck’s arena. Many 
people have noticed it, and it has attracted a 
great deal of attention. 

Prof. Darling, who is perhaps the most dar. 
ing lion trainer in the world, and a man who 
knows as much about lions as any one, has a 
distinctly leonine aspect. His beard and-hair 
are tawny, his nose is firm, his eyes fixed 

omewhat and stern, with a way of looking 
at you much like his well-trained beasts from 
the savage jungle. When he waiks it is witha 
slow, cat-like tread. strangely suggestive of the 
lion’s gait. Prof. Darling knows and recognizes 
this resemblance and endeavors to get away 
from it as far as possible by - trimming his 
hair and beard closely. He does not care to 
be told that he has any points: in common 
with the brutes that cower before him, but in 
spite of all his efforts he daily assimilates 
~ sy and more of the outward aspect of the 
ion. 

It is much the same with Herr Mehrman, 
who has the big group of seventeen animals 
together in the ring. Shouts of laughter 
have been given him ‘when he walks across 
the floor with his black bear. The two 
walk precisely alike. They have the same 
swing, the same way of throwing the head, 
and the same way of looking about. The re- 
semblance is very marked. Itis also notice. 
able, further, that Mr. Mehrman. who has 
much to do with tigers, resembles very much 
that member of the cat tribe. His face is 
round, his eyes well fixed, andit would not 
take much work foran artistto turn his 
picture into thatof a tiger. The observer 
will notice that, unlike Darling, who deals 
with lions, which have manes, he, dealing 
with tigers. -vears a mustache, as the tigers do. 

That other lion-tamer, Herr Wiiliam Phila- 
delphia, who. last week received such severe 
nes at the hands of his big lion, Black 

rince, who very nearly killed him, is rather 
proud of his resemblance, and, his associates 
twit him with aping the lion as the young man 
of the last generation aped Lord Byron. Herr 
Philadelphia has the same swing to his head 
as the lion Black Pringe, and it is a noticeable 
fact that when he makes a gesture it is much 
after the fashion of Black Prince when he 
reaches for him on his pedestal. 

But the odd catching of traits from their 
pets is by no means confined to the people 
who put the lions through their paces. It 
extends through all branches of animal 
training. Capt. Weston of Hagenbeck’s 
actually presents a quaint likeness to one 
of his docile seals which came from the 
North Sea, althoughit must be stated that 
any seal which looks like Capt. Weston 
would have to bea mighty handsome seal. 
The Captain hasa wiry mustache and the 
big, dreamy eyes of theamphion, and he 
waiks witha sailor’s swaying * larboard-star- 
board ’’ motion, which he picked up on a 
North Sea whaler, but which is of the seal 
sealy. Mr. Hagenbeck presented the captain 
with a sealskin coat last year, but it has never 
been worn. Should itever be donned Capt. 
Weston might easily pass for a_ sort of sub- 
limated seal. 

This strikimg similarity can be found in al- 
most any field where men come in contact 
with beasts, and those who claim to know say 
that the intense study which is given to the 
beast by the trainer is such t makes a 
mental iznpression not easily recovered trom

EARNINGS OF PROFESSIONAL BEGGARS. 


The Mendicants of London and Paris Pick 
Up a Good Living. 

North American Review: The professional 
beggar is not a modern innovation by any 
means. Readers of the Spectator will recall 
Scarecrow, the famous London beggar, who, 
having disabled himself in his right leg, asked 
alms all day in order to get a warm supper at 
night: According to John Timbs the Rufflers, 
to whom we often find mention in the, litera- 
ture of the seventeenth century, were troops 
of idle vagrants who infested Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields, 

They assumed the characters of maimed 
soldiers who had suffered in the great rebel- 
lion, and found a ready prey in the people of 
fashion and quality who drove by. Indeed, it 
is made clear by contemporary allusion in 
comedies that this square was the regular 
haunt of bogus cripples who lived by mendi- 
cancy, which they carried on in the most bare- 
faced and even intimidating manner.  Itis 
related that George IV., when Prince of 
Wales, once attended a beggars’ carnival in 
London incognito. Hehad not been there 
long when the Chairman, addressing the com- 
pany and pointing to the Prince, said: 

**T call upon that ’ere gemman with a shirt 
fora song.’ The Prince, as well as he couid 

ot excused, ufon a friend, who accompanied 
ety promising to sing instead, which the lat- 
ter did amid great applause. The health of 
the Prince and his friend having been drunk 
and duly responded to, they departed in order 
to afford the company an opportunity to fix 
their different routes for the ensuing day’s 
business; forat thattime the professional 
beggars of London used te have a general 
meeting several times during the year, at 
which they were divided into compunies, each 
company having its particular walk. 

In those days their earnings varied, some 
getting as much as 5 shillingsaday. Most of 
the professional beggars in London today— 
and their name is legion—emanate from two 
or three comtnon lodging houses. The most 
populous of these, which is known as “The 
Dispensary,” supports an individual known 
asa “scriver,”’ who earns a living by manu- 
facturing the pathetic signboards .which the 
sham cripples and the bogus blind men carry 
round their necks. In Paris, as is well known, 
the professional beggars hold regular weekly 
meetings, at which the routes to be followed 
by the members of the guild are mapped out 
by a standing committee, 

They have an organ of their own called the 
Journal des Mendicants, which appears twice 
a week, From a recent issue the following 
curious advertisement is taken: ‘ Wanted— 
To engage a cripple for a seaside resort. 
Good references and a small deposit re- 
quired.” 

This queer announcement is explained by 
the fact that the proprietors of hotels and 
boarding-houses at fashionable French water- 
ing places assume that visitors would be dis- 
posed to give alms it an opportunity were of- 
fered them; and as they cannot very well do 
the begging themselves, they engage profes- 
sional beggars to whom they grant perinission 
to solicit aims on their premises, and the beg- 
gars in return pay them one-half of their 


daily receipts. 


The Triumph of the Machine Guns. 


The interesting account of the fighting in Mat- 
abeleland which Capts. White and Donovan have 
givpn is, in effect, a glorification of the machine 
guns. It was all due to the Maxims, and the 
Hotchkiss guns completed the rout in every in- 
stance. Solong asthe English troops took or- 
dinary precantions there was no possibility of 
disaster. “ The laagers were a sheet of flame; it 
was no use trying to’ advance.”” Seven thousand 
warriors burried themselves npon the guns in 
vain. They were not“ mowed down, says Capt. 
White, but “lay pretty thick.” Well, we will 
not quarrel over @ phrase. The fact remains that 
between 1,500 ine 2000 natives were kilied, 
The moral of the campaign, as far as the army is 
concerned, is in the triumph of the Maxim, and 
European war offices will please note.—Pall Mall 
Gazette.

There are other 
buildings in this city maintained by religious 
and charitable associations which have baen 
exempted from water taxes for feasons not 
quite so strong as those recited by Mr. Ru- 
bens himself as reasons for exemption in the 
ease of the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion.

PICK OUT GOOD JUDGES AND CLERKS. 

The clerk of the Board of Election Com- 
missioners has written to the Democratic 
County committee calling the attention of its 
members to the fact that next week judges 
and clerks are to be chosen who will act at 
the fall election. He says he has sent each 
Democratic committeman lists of the present 
judges and clerks for revision, and then this 
clerk of a non-partisan board proceeds— 

To impress upon you the importance of the elec- 
tion occurring next spring, and especially that of 
the fall, which is second only to a Presidential 
election. A little hard work of the right sort 
done at this time cannot fail to result in great 
benefits in the fall. | 

It was stated that the committee appreciated 
the good advice given them. Nosuch good 


they should act as if it had been, for it is good. 
The members of the Republican committee 
and the members of the different ward organ- 
izations should be ready to submit, at the 
proper time, lists of fully qualified Republic. 
an judges and clerks. They should be men 
who are intelligent, industrious, and fearless. 
The men picked out as clerks should not be so 
lazy that they will not canvass their precincts, 
nor so timid that they will not send a suspect 
notice toa man who has registered illegally. 
It is true that the Republicans are at a disad- 
vantage. They have no Commissioner to 
stand up for them and fight their battles. But 
they must not make that disadvantage still 
greater by leaving unaone anything which it 
is in their power to do. They are entitled to 
half the judges and clerks, and they 
ean at. least submit the names of 
good men. If they do not their ene- 
mies will pick out for them softies 
and ignoramuses, who will be bulldozed and 
bambvozled by their Democratic colleagues.

It was stated the other day that the judges 
and clerks were the weakest part of the elec- 
tion iaw. Thatisso. Its machinery is excel- 
lent, but those who run it have often been 
poor stuff. That such has been the case has 
been to some extent the fault of Republican 
committeemen and ward organizations. 
Sometiines there has been more of ah effort 
to get a judge who would be useful at a pri- 
mary rather than faithful at a regular elec- 
tion. It will not do now to repeat past errors, 
for there is too inuch at.stake. The best men 
should be selected in every precinct and the 
Election Commissioners be deprived of a 
ghost of an extuse for picking out bad ones, 

There will be cases where the men who are 
best qualified to serve will not want to do so 
on the ground that the time they are asked to 
give up and the amount of work they are 
called on todo are worth more than the pay 
given them, Such men ought to be willing 
to make sucrifices for their party. If they 
will not it is more to the interest of a party 
vo pay them something extra than to let in- 
efficient men be chosen. The money which 
is fooled away on brass bands and men who/| 
pretend they have ‘“infiluence’’ would be 
much more judiciously used in getting honest 
and efficient judges and clerks. 

The fall campaign is beginning now and 
the Republicans must not forget it. They 
must be prepared to go before the Election 
Commissioners with full lists of competent 
judges and clarks, men who cannot be fooled 
or cannot be intimidated. The precinct or 
ward where they fail to do that will be a fraud 
center which will plague them sorely fn No- 
vember. Honest and fearless Republican 
judges and clerks in the Twenty-ninth Ward 
will mean comparatively little fraudulent 
registration and voting there. Poor, milk and 
water creatures will mean a fraudulent ad- 
dition of about 2,000 votes to the Democratic 
majority in the ward.

That is what Congressman Aldrich 
isturgmg now. He gays the idea is ** to have 
thé river dredged to a uniform depth of six- 
teon and one-half feet from its mouth to Bel- 
miont avenue on the north and to the Stock- 
‘Yards and Western avenue on the south, and 
to have a survey made of the river and the 
dock lines established in accordance with 
maps on file in the General Land Office.”’’ Mr. 
Aldrich should be aided in urging action by 
the River, and Harbors committee on these 
lines by the other Chicago members and 
by the Western members generally. The 
dredging is much needed and the straighten- 
ing of the dock lines isa duty which the Fed- 
eral ‘authorities have assumed but which they 
have too long delayed. 
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THE CITY F(NANCES, 

Controller Ackerman has announced that the 
estimates of the department chiefs, with his 
own recommendations, will be submitted to 
the Council tomorrow evening. Ald. Madden 
at the same time has announced that the Fi- 
nance committee, of which he is Chairman, 
will meet Tuesday to consider the estimates, 
and that a report to the Council may be ex- 
pected on the second Monday of February. 
The Controller is to be commended for sub- 
mitting his report thus early. Ihe Chairman 
of the Finance committee will deserve com- 
mendation if he makes good his promise to 
report before the middle of next month. As 
a rule the estimates have not been submitted 
till about the 15th of February in each year 
and the Finance committee's report has sel- 
dom been submitted to the Council before the 
15th of March. The result has been loose, 
badily-proportioned, ill-considered appropria- 
tion ordinances and a miserable system of 
municipal finance. 

The new departure promised by the Con- 
troller and the Chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee will come opportunely. At no time 
since the year after the big fire has the finan- 
cial condition of the city required more care- 
ful, thorough, and intelligent consideration. 
The city has had three recklessly extravagant 
administrations within«five years. There is 
an enormous shrinkage in the city revenues, 
and at the same time increased demands for 
public expenditures. The funds obtainable 
from taxation, licenses, and what are cailed 
‘miscellaneous sources”’ this year probably 
will be $1,000,000 less than last year, and 
yet the chiefs of the departments and 
| bureaus with an honorable exception 
have asked fcr more money than was appro- 
priated for them last year. That those de- 
mands were not necessary and were hot based 
on the requirements of the departments has 
been demonstrated by the fact that the Con- 
troller and the Chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee have already induced those high and 
mighty persons to abate their claims 22 per 
cent. They should be cut 22 per cent more. 

Fortunately the Finance committee and the 
Council will be aided in making the reduction 
by the publication of the city pay-rolls, in ac- 
cordance with Ald.. Noble’s ordinance, the 
first Monday of next month. In the mean- 
time the synopsis of the December pay-roll 
published in Taz Trrpunz yesterday wiliserve 
as a guide for the intelligent Alderman. That 
synopsis points directly to many places 
where the knife of econdmy may be applied 
with great advantage. But the January pay- 
roll will be a better guide still, The Decem- 
ber roll hardly can be called a fair specimen 
of the monthly expense bill of the city. There 
are many evidences that it was stuffed, and an 
inquiry as to that should be conducted inde- 
pendently of its bearing on the financial con- 
dition of the city this year. But the January 
roll may be taken as a fair sample to work 
upon, It will show, or the reports are mis- 
leading, that the lists of employés in what are 
called the earning branches of the city gov- 
ernment, as in the Water Department, the 
Building Department, and perhaps in the 
Special Assessment Department, are entirely 
too large and that they can be cut down with- 
out impairing the efficiency of the municipal 
service. When the pay-rolls are published 
the public press will aid the Aldermen in dis- 
covering where the reductions ought to be 
made, Under the Ackerman-Madden plan 
there will be time enough for that. There is 
really a good prospect that we will havea 
fairly considered and intelligible appropria- 
tion ordinance this year. 
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THE DECADENUE oF PUGILISM. 

It is one happy outcome of the recent prize- 
fight at Jacksonville that the Duval club has 
gone to pieces as the result of a quarrel among 
its members, and that the survivors are likely 
to find themselves aiso in severe financial 
straits. Meanwhile the two principals and 
their backers, as well as prominent members 
of the club, are under bail for trial on the 
charge of violating the laws of the State. 
Now that Jacksonville is rid of the crowd of 
roughs and gamblers which is al ways attracted 
by a prize fight and the pressure of the mob 
is withdrawn, it is likely that the courts will 
investigate this alleged infraction of the laws 
with more coolness and impartiality than was 
possible recently, and that tho penalty for 
their violation will be visited upon the guilty 
ones, Should such be the case Florida in the 
future will not be a favorite resort for the 
roughs. 

It is apparant, indeed, on all sides that the 
days of great glove contests are about over. 
At the present time there are but two States, 
Florida and Louisiana, which would not im- 
mediately suppress exhibitions of this kind, 
and these two States apparently are getting 
resdy to join the others in banishing the plug- 
uglies, as both Govs. Mitchell and Foster 
have expressed their determination to prevent 
any further contests. Their experience with 
Corbett, Sullivan, and Mitchell has given 
them points which they will utilize with more 
success in the future should proféssional 
pugilists again attempt to violate the laws. 
If Corbett and Jackson in June next, for in- 
stance, should attempt to go either to Florida 
or Louisiana they will meet with a hot recep- 

‘tion. Where else they can go does not appear, 
for even in Mexico President Diaz has de- 
: clared his determination that pugilism shall 
not be practiced there. 
Since the days of those giants in the ring, 
Heenan, Morrissey, and Sayers, prize-fighting 
| has steadily waned. The manly art has 
become an unmanly one. It has become aa- 
| go@iated with roughs and toughs and 
| suspiciously so with gamblers. It has lost all 
| the features which at one time commended it

The 
Duval club undertook itasa business specu- 
lation, and apparently have lost money, for 
which they will have no sympathy. On every 
side it appears that the people are tired of it, 
and will not have any “more -of it. When, 
therefore, it comes to the question of pugil- 
ism versus public sentiment there can be no 
doubt as to the result. Pugilism will be 
knocked out. Its days are numbered. . This 
should be a consolation to those whose nerves 
are shocked by these events. 


BISMARCK AND THE EMPEROR. 

It was a memorable spectacle, that at Berlin 
Friday, when the old blood and iron Chancel- 
lor emerged from his forced retirement and 
made that triumphant journey from Fried- 
richsruhe to the capital at the bidding of the 
Emperor who had sent him into private exile. 
To him more thanto any other man is due 
the consolidated German Empire. It was fit- 
ting, therefore, that the German people should 
pay him that remarkab'‘e tribute of respect, 
and that it should rise to a height of enthusi- 
asm as unanimous and hearty as ever was paid 
to royalty itself. Asitis not within human 
possibility that Prince Bismarck can remain 
much longer on the stage where he has played 
so conspicuous a part, it was also fitting that 
the Emperor should summon him to Berlin, 
make his reconciliation in as public a manner 
as possible, and bestow upon him the highest 
honors in the reyal gift. 

The reconciliation unquestionably was sin- 
cere, Under the impetuosity and effusiveness 
of youth there was manifest an earnestness 
which cannot be questioned, nor will any ‘sus- 
picion be thrown upon it by Bismarck’s grave 
demeanor and imperturbable presence, Old 
age is not emotional or given to demonstra- 
tion, and during the visit too many memories 
must have crowded upon the Prince to admit 
of anything but seriousriess in his reflections. 
In spite of all honors at court and demonstra- 
tions of the popular favor Bismarck must 
dwell in the past and can _ represent 
only the past. Death has been too near 
him of late and time has too much enfeebled 
his robust physique to give him any hope 
of remaining here much longer. He 
has no future. His work is complete. 
It closed with the unification of Ger- 
many, and that was his highest tri- 
umph. History will close his brilliant record 
at that point. But there was every reason 
why the Emperor should publicly tender this 
remarkable tribute to the great Chancellor 
who was his grandfather's main support in 
peace and war, and who, with the great sol- 
dier Von Moltke, carried Germany’s military 
glory to the highest point. It would have 
shown a small spirit had the young Emperor 
persisted in his neglect of the veteran to the 
end, By giving way to his better feelings, and 
substantially confessing to an error of judg-. 
ment, he has made amends for the past and 
secured fresh guarantees for ‘the future. 
Prince Bismarck has kept a strong hold upon 
the German heart, and affection for him has 
been increased by his dignified policy 
while in exile from the court. By 
making these cordial overtures therefore the 
Emperor has also strengthened himself in the 
affections of the people. More than this, at 
a critical time, when the relations of the con- 
tinental powers are in a dangerous state of 
tension, he has secured the advice and ex- 
perience of a wise counselor whose active 
intellect has not been clouded in the least by 
his physical decline. To this extent, there. 
fore, the four years of exile have not been 
spent;in vain. humiliating as they must have 
been to the Prince. The reconciliation - has 
been one of the greatest triumphs of his 
career, though of a purely personal character. 
It probably will extend his days and give him 
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something like a fresh lease of life. It will 
end his career in the full favor of 
the people and the royal family, and 


should the clouds gather thickly around, the 
royal house, as they may ere long, the Em- 
peror will have a counselor to rely on whose 
advice has never erred. From all sides, there- 
fore, in the interest of the Emperor and the 
people, and in the personal interest of the 
Prince, the reconciliation is a notable event 
in German history. It can never restore the 
Bismarckian policy of absolutism, but it may 
prove of value tothe Emperor ina time of 
emergency. The era of the old Emperor, Bis- 
marck, and Von Moltke will never return 
again in Germany. The people have ad- 
vanced too far for that, but in time of trouble 
it will be well for Germany that the hot- 
headed young Emperor should have this vet- 
eran counselor as a restraint upon his rash- 
ness. 
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‘THE RECENT HANGING. 

George H, Painter was hanged in the Cook 
County Jaii Friday for the brutal and appar- 
ently unpsovoked murder of ‘an unfortunate 
young woman who was his paramour. This 
is the first hanging that has taken place in 
this county during the administration of the 
present Sheriff, Mr. Gilbert, who has now 
been in office more than three years, the last 
before this having been that of Zeph Davis, 
May 12, 1888, durimg Sheriff Matson’s term. 
There must have been at least 100 murders 
committed in Chicago during that time. 
Some of the malefactors have escaped alto- 
gether, some are serving sentences in Joliet, 
others have died there, still others, who have 
been convicted and are under sentence of 
death, are seeking a second trial or pleading 
for mercy through their frienas. There are 
thirty murderers awaiting trial in the County 
Jail and one was added to their number with- 
in the last forty-eight hours. 

The strangulation of Painter in accordance 
with the law. must under all the circum- 
stances be considered a necessary act of stern 
justice. Examples of that kind have not been 
frequent enough or Murderers’ row in the 
County Jail would not be so largely tenanted« 
as itis now. Justice has neither been so 
swift nor so stern as the circumstances, the 
time, and respect for the law and the sanctity 
of human life demanded, The prosecuting 
authorities have been too tax, and many who 
have deserved the rope have escaped with 
light sentences or have escaped absolutely. 


Juries have been too easy-going, and 
too much attention has been paid to 
the maudlin element in the commun- 


ity which asserts itself whenever cap- 
ital punishment is going to be enforced. 
That element asserted itself in Painter’s case 
more zealously than usual, It secured for the 
wretched man two reprieves. Gov. Altgeld, 
too prone to mistaken clemency, did not per- 
mit himseif to be imposed tipon on this oc- 
casion. His analysis of the pleas and the affi- 
davits put forward in Painter’s behalf has 
been clear and convineing, and the execution 
of the man was simply necessary justice, 

It may have some deterrent effect. The 
murderer of Mayor Harrison, under sentence 
of death in the Cook County Jail, and Hig- 
gins, who killed McCooey, now fear the law 
more than they ever did before in their lives.

The wheat market was h small affair yester- 
day, prices hoiding within 4c range, and this 
suggests the character of ‘the business.

* It would be interesting to know just what pro- 
portion of the flour going abrodd is shipped on 
consignment and whaton actual sales. In the 
wheat pit the opinion is freely although not uni- 
versally expressed that a large part ofthe flour 
exports are simply on consignment and that in 
consequence the present liberal foreign move- 
ment of the finished product cannot bé construed 
bullishly. Fiour dealers’ views are by no néeans 
uniform. Demars of Montague & Co. expresses 
the opinion that perhaps 50 per cent 
of the shipments are on consignment. 
W. H. Crocker believes a large quantity is 
going abroad that way. Meyers thinks 
the proportion is not necessarily large. William 
H. Taylor believes the exports of spring wheat 
flour are largely on consignment, but not so in 
winters; says his flour goes abroad only on sales, 
Petersen expresses the opinion that a relatively 
smali proportion of flour is going abroad on con- 
signment, although most of that now clearing 
represents old business before freight rates to 
the seaboard were advanced, * I sold 2,000 sacks 
today to go to Glasgow,” he said.

CHANCE FOR A BOOM, 
CABLE STOOKS STRONG AND TRADERS 
ARE TURNING BULLISH. 


Elevated Railroad Securities Show No Re- 
covery=Eapid Transst Extension Bonds 
Sold at the Lowest Price Yet Recorded 
=Strawboard Controversy Weakens the 
‘Market for the StockeNew York Bank 
Statement Shows Further Increase in 
Surplus Reserve. 


The market continues to develop strength 
for the street railway stocks, while the ele- 
vated railroad securities and some of the in- 
dustrials continue weak. West Side stock 
was in fair demand yesterday, and advanced 
to a firm close at 139%. The opinion is gain- 
ing ground on the floor of the exchange that 
the street railway market isin a position to 
feel the effect of bull influences tefore long. 
There has been a steady absorption of the 
stock for some time, and no marked disposi- 
tion to sell, This has. relieved the market 
from all pressure, and it is now in sucha 
position that any large buying orders will 
quickly advance quotations. 

The elevated raiiroad stock showed no re- 
covery. The extension bonds of the Rapid 
Transit company sold rather freely yesterday 
at 55, the lowest price ever recorded for 
them. There seems to be a discrepancy be- 
tween this quotation for the bonds and the rul- 
ing quotation for the stock. It is either too low 
for the bonds or else the stock is too high. It 
must certainly be a long time before investors in 
the stock hope to receive dividends of over 5 per 
cent. while the bonds wiil draw that right along 
and will have a lien on the property which might 
result in wiping out the stock altogether. The 
same thing might in a measure be said of the 
Lake Street situation. The bonds of that com- 
pany one might suppose should sell higher than 
they are selling at the present or the stock lower. 

Strawboard stock continues to weaken under 
the influences of the controversy between the 
present management and the disaffected stock- 
holders, It sold rather freely yesterday at 29. 
The theory is that in the event of defeat by eitber 
party there may be a considerable amount of 
stock thrown overboard, and that will mean 
lower prices after the election. Mr. Newcomb is 
the owner of about $280,000 worth of the stock, 
while President Bar er has about $35,000, so it 
would geem that Mr. Newcomb’s defeat might per- 
haps mean the throwing overboard of more stock 
then would be the case should the election go the 
other way,

Whenever Mr. Philip Gilbert Hamerton 
chooses to take the public into his confidence 
regarding his opinions on art matters he 
always is sure of an appreciative audience.

welcome was therefore assured in advance to 
his recent contribution to the mass of critical 
literature to which Rembrandt’s art has 
given rise. That this is brief and to the 
point will not cause it to be less joy- 
ously received. In a monograph, which 
the title on the cover announces a portfolio 

ublication, he treats the etchings of the great 

utech master in aclear and simple fashion 
for the benefit of students. He himself calls 
the little volume of ninety pages ‘‘An Intfo- 
duction to the Study of the Etched Works of 
Rembrandt’’ and gives as his reason for pre- 
paring it the fact that many of the catalogues 
and much of the descriptive matter are either 
printed in foreign languages or so technical 
as to be rather over the heads of any but 
those who are far advanced in the knowledge 
of art. 


The arrangement of the etchings is chrono- 
logical, *‘s0 as to connect the etchings, or 
many of them, with the inspiring and affect- 
ing story of Rembrandt's courageous and 


' troubled existence.”’ The monograph is con- 


fined to those plates of which the conception 
and execution are equally and entirely those 
of Rembrandt himself. Four plates etched 
in fac-simile by Amand Durand—** Rembrandt 
with Broad Hat and Embroidered Mantie,”’ 
‘‘The Rat Killer.”’ ** Johannes Lutma,” and 
**Rembrandt’s Mother’’—serve as illustra. 
tions in addition to the thirty-six reproduc- 
tions scattered through the text. The latter, 
it is searcely necessary to add, are all chosen 
with that cure and discrimination that is char- 
acteristic of Mr. Hamerton’s critical work, 
and that portion of the monograph which is 
devoted to their technical excellence is no less 
admirable. 

In the text, which is a running commentary 
not only on the etchings but Rembrandt’s life 
as well, Mr. Hamerton points out the fact that

Regarding John S. dargent’s recent election 
to an associate membership’ of the Rvyail 
Academy the London Daily News sees fit to 
give utterance to many golden words of 

raise. Among other kindly things it says: 

t will do more good to the Academy than 
even to Mr. Sargent. He is at once the most 
brilliant and the most scholarly painter of his 
time. Weuse the word in regard not to his 
choice of subjects, but to his knowledge 
of the structural laws of his art. 
With him every picture is a problem of the 
most daring effects.; He is perpetually skat- 
ing along the thin-hpir line, but he never fails 
to reach the paradise of success and admira- 
tion that hes beyond. Such things as he at- 
tempts would be the very worst things in art 
if they were not the best, and he. couid never 
hope to find any hiding place for his fauits in 
obscurity. The academy has had some preju- 
dices to conquer in giving him this first in- 
stallment of justice. He rthust, we suppose, 
be called a foreigner, since he is an American, 
and more especially as the inspiration of his 
artis purely French. He was a pupil of 
Carolus Duran, and he has never been less 
than a painter of brilliant promise since he 
exhibited the portrait of his master in the 
Salon many years ago. He isa man of pol- 
ished manners and he is as much at home in 
Italy as in Franee or England. There is 
scarcely any honor that the academy has to 
bestow to which he may not fairly aspire.”’

It is not given évéry man to act and to dab- 
ble in art. But Walter Stearns Hale, whose 
father some old Chicagoans may remember 
as a ‘* before-the-fire’’ merchant, manages to 
combine the two successfully. He is now 
supporting Miss Muriowe, as theater-goers 
know. They may not have discovered, how- 
ever, that he has a small collection of etch- 
ings, pen-drawings, and water-colors on ex- 
hibition at Thurber’s, which show rather 
more than ordinary ability, Mr. Hale has 
been largely his own teacher and he has 
not yet succeeded in impressing upon him- 
self the *‘ art of leaving out,”’ but bis work 
is for all that pleasing.

range cables under the surface, he would 
have volunteered for the service. 

The main hull ot the Boncastle was run: as 
near to the perpendicular deck of the bow as 
was safe, chains and cables were carried 
around its bottom and keel in boats, they 
were hauled up to their proper positions on 
the other side, made fast and tightened, and 
after a deal of hard labor, which lasted into 
the next day, the Boncastie was possessed of 
a bow—a very peculiar looking one, it is 
true, but one which would doubtless do 
good service. Qn account of the jagged 


‘edges of the broken sides of the main hull, the 


two parts of the vessel could not be closely 
fitted together, and there was a great gap be- 
tween them through which the water could be 
seen from above. But this water could not 
press withany force against the bulkhead, 
and the gap would have no effect except to re- 
tard the progress of the véssel, which would 
be slow enough in any case. 

**T thoughi,”’ said Capt. Torrey to Gregory, 
** that we should be obliged to make the rest 
of our passage sailing stern foremost, but now 
we are going to do it bottom foremost, which 
is even more out of the way.”’ 

When all was ready the engines were started, 
and the Boncastle began to move slowly 
towards the west. With a moderately smooth 
‘sea and a clear sky she was greatly favored in 
her laborious passage.

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done much more quickly than that of attach- 
ment had been,

SELOUS IN AMERICA. 


HOW THE MIGHTY HUNTER SHOT BIG 
GAME IN THE ROOKIES. 


Exciting Sport in the Days Before the Cus- 
ter Massacre=Camped in a Log shanty 
in the Big Horn Region=Traps for 
Bears, Foxes, Wolves, and Smaller Ani- 
malseDificulty ia Killing a Big Griz- 
zly Even When Trapped=Snowshoelng 
in the Mountains Nat an Easy Art. 

Early in the "70s, before Gen. Custer and 
his band were annihilated in the Indian ris ng, 
I was with a French-Canadian named Gérard 
and a chum I had been acquainted with seme 
time, Fawcett by name, trapping and hunting 
on the eastern spurs of the Rockies in Wyom- 
ing, or, more correctly speaking, in the Big 
Horn Mountains. Then game big and small 
was plent:ful and a hunter could make money 
trapping, though prices did not rule anything 
so high us they do now for furs. I my- 
self have been giad to take $20 for 
two good black bears’ hides; last winter 
(1892) I was paid $23 for one, and all in 
proportion, with occasional fluctuations. Now 
a buffalo can only be purchased by the well- 
to-do; whereas at the time of which I write 
these animals roamed the plains in countless 
thousands. At the present day their sum total 
is practically represented by a few hundred 
head which are protected in the National 
Yellowstone Park. I heard a short time 
since that a guide sent out to report on the 
gaine in the government reservations had 
brought back a very favorable account, both 
as to.the way in which the buffalo had multi- 
plied and as to the number of elk (the name 
by which the wapiti, cervus canadensis, is 
always known) which he saw in the Hayden 
valley. 

Bears, too, were common enough and thuch 

exciting sport has fallen to my lot in these re- 

gions. The grizzly proper, or silver-tipped 

(so called on account of each hair being light 

at the extremity, giving it the grizzied al} 

pearance it has), and the cinnamon bear (f 

nearly allied species both as to habits and lo- 

calities, although omniverous), are so prac- 
tically carniverous as to make them 
stand apart from the black bear, 

I don’t sa that the latter does not 

eat meat; I aR trapped them on meat; but 

it is an exceptional trait and’ more often 
caused by necessity than inclination. With 
the two former it is quite the reverse. Noth- 
ing in the way of animal food comes amiss to 
them and their great strength, and (for un- 
wieldy-looking animals) speed, make itan 
easy matter to procure flesh meat whether it 
be of deer or weakly calves, even the buffalo 
itself falling a victim. Neither do they hesi- 
tate to attack the homesteads and carry off 
sheep or anything they can get hold of, if 
pressed by hunger. 

In the Bear Region. 

The knowledge that bears were to be met 

with in the vicinity was the chief reason why 

we had located ourselves in this region. I 

had received my introduction to Ursus hor- 

ribilis the previous year and consequently, as 
is the wont with trappers, my experience was 
acknowledged, Gérard had never seen other 
than Barnum’s grizzlies, but he wasa skilled 
hunter and had spent years at a similar life 
in Quebee Province and down East among 
moose and cariboo, Fawcett Was green, and 

as the poor fellow has long since become a 

hunter in the happy bunting grounds this re- 

mark ¢annot hurt his feelings. 

Having settled on a suitable spot for our 

winter sojourn—! may men@ion incidentally 

that furs (bears excepted) are not marketable 
except when'trapped in the cold season—we 
soon had a log shanty fixed up, and with the 
necessary accessories. transported thither by 


shape and comfortable as trappers are apt to 
be, if comfort it can really be. called. 
Traps for bears, wolves, foxes, and the 
smaller fur-bearing animals. were looked over 
and boiled in water to which a quantity of 
maple bark and beeswax had been added. 
This renders them non-corrodible, less ob- 
servable, and also less likely to retain any 
taint from the Rumfn hand. It goes without 
saying that hands are always covered when 
setting traps. We were on the banks of a 
small lake bearing the delectable name 
‘*Mud’’: some bass were speared and a deer 
shot the day after our arrival and things were 
pretty well in readiness for our campaiga. I 
wonder whether ladies at home ever give a 
theught to the hardships and privations un- 
dergone by those who procure for them their 
luxurious winter wraps and tippets. 

Nevertheless it isan exc:ting and fascinat- 
ing life and one eeldom entirely given up 
whilst health lasts. After years of wandering 
followed by a year or two of English iife the 
writer has once more seriously taken up the 
old calling, preferring the backwoods and 
their concowwitants to ali the luxury and pleas- 
ure of cities. We had been in camp some 
days before any signs of bears being 
in the neighborhood became apparent. 
It was getting colder and the snow 
was now too deep to get over without snow 
shoes. Well, we got our two bear traps out— 
formidable things, and personally I do not 
eare for them, at any rate for grizzlies. 
fhould a grizzly get trapped and by any 
means extricate himself, there is likely to he 
edditional trouble; and more than one life 
has been Jost by a bear getting out of the trap 
atan inopportune moment. The traps are

There is a familiar and touching historical 
fiction about Rome being once saved by the 
cackling of a flock of geese. 

The presumption is that these geese were of 
the domestic sort, so, probable as the incident 
ig under the then existent social conditions of 
the Eternal City, it never could have hap- 
pened in Esquimau Land, where. there are 
no domesticated geese, though several of the 
wild varieties abound during the open season. 

The midnight guardians of an Esquimau 
village are the dogs, who, long befere the ar- 
rival of either friends or strangers, give notice 
of their approach by a chorus of howls that 
not only arouse the sleepers, but could be re- 
lied upon to wake the dead. 

When suddenly, upon the intense silence 
ofucity of snow huts, there breaks this dis- 
malsound, the Esquimau says to himself 
** Innuit ky-yeet ’* (somebody is coming). 
Then someone goes out of doors to take a 
look at the newcomers, sometimes to see if 
they are hostile or friendly, and sometimes 
merely from curiosity or the torce of habit, 
just asin a country village here one often 
sees at the railroad station the same people 
every time atrain arrives, though they are 
expecting no one and perhaps have no one to 
expect. 

In this way our dogs once called us out at 
night to notify us of a serious accident to one 
of our hunters, a young man whose ioss 
would be feltas a serious calamity to the 
community. 

El-ee-giee-uk was not only an excellent 

hunter but a young man of great intelligence 
and was often spoken of as a prospective 
patriarch, or * first man.” of thetribe. His 
skill with the Winchester rifle, which had 
been given him to keep us supplied with 
meat, was paralleled by his dexterity in throw- 
ing the harpoon ejther into a walrus or a 
whale. But the time came, while we were 
still dependent upon the products of the chase 
for subsistence, when an off-shore wind of 
long continuance cut off our supply of walrus 
meat, and in all our camp we were short of 
food, 
To relieve this distress El-ee-glee-uk set out 
one day withasled to gather in some meat 
he had left in caches upon theground where 
he had been hunting reindeer during the pre- 
ceding summer and fall.

Too-loo-ah and I looked at each other as if

He does not say exactiy how the entries 
were to be made, and we have no informatnon 
how Crawford went about the business. It is 
known, however, that on the opening of the 
land office of the proprietaries for the sale of 
land west of the mountains, April 8, 1769, a 
piece of land called ‘* The Meadows,”’ amount- 
ing to 329 acres, was trunsferred to George 
Washington; another piece of like amount, 
or thereabouts, called ‘The Forks,’’ went to 
John Augusta hea, Sor Washington; an- 
other calied ** Bear Hills *’ to Lawrence Wash- 
ington; ** Deer Range,”’ 8332 acres, to Thomas 
Jones; ‘‘ Crab Tree Run,’’ 8330 acres, to John 
Paty; “Spring Run,’’ 831 acres, to William 
Athel; and ‘* Flatt,’”’ 319 acres, to John 
Bishop. No further transactions are recorded, 
but the reports of the General's executors in 
1802 showed that they belonged to him.

tions of the same family were not subjected 
tosuch conditions, but as regards tte first the 
rule was invariable. In fact ** Was hington”’ 
isasort of generic title for everything, ani- 
mate and inanimate, in or about Perryopolis. 

How did it all come about? 

One must go back a good distance into his- 
tory to get at the starting point of the story.

He sent workingmen to 
build houses and a mill, and slaves to work on 
the plantation. Remains of some ‘of those 
improvements still exist. The visitor to 
Perryopolis who makes his way from Layton 
Station on the Youghiogheny railroad will see 
the flour mill Washington built’ still in opera- 
tion and practically in the same condition it 
was when it left his hands more thana century 
ago. It is located ina ravine near the town, 
and the machinery is still put in motion by 
water-power derived' from Washington Run, 
which here makesits way down a steep decliv- 
ity. A family named Smith are the present own- 
ers. They pride themselves greatly on its 
possession, as well as from the fact that it has 
been in their hands ever. since it passed from 
the control of its original proprietor. ; 

Probably it was the construction of ‘this 
building that first wearied Washington of his 
bargain. He always liked the place and 
spent considerable time there, residing the 
while with Col. Simpson, his overseer or 
superintendent. But before it was finished 
that mill cost him alotof money. Although 
commenced in 1774 several years passed be- 
fore it was finally completed. No sooner was 
the work fairly commenced than the Indians 
would become troublesome, the laborers 
would get frightened, and shortly desert to 
the protection of* old Redstone fort, a few 
miles away. Block-houses were built in 
the vicinity of the mill in the hope that they 
would rely on them for protection in 
case of attack, but the first fresh atrocity of 
the redskins, who were continually raiding 
the frontiers at that time, would create a new 
panic. In a few minutes the whole force 
would have disappeared and not be_ heard of 
again until the fort was reached. Valentine 
Crawford, who had sueceeded his brother as 
Washington’s agent, wrote about this time: 
‘*T consider ita pity that the mill was ever 
begun in these times.”’; 

Finally Washington set about to dispose of 
the whole business. The Revolutionary war, 
then going on, prevented him from giving it 
the attention it demanded, so that it was not 
until 1789 that he suceeeded in leasing it to 
Col. Isaac Shreve, one of his old army com- 
rades, who finally bought it outright in 
1795. 

With the property wént all the slaves be- 
longing to Washington. One of these was a 
great favorite of the General, and the poor 
darky in after years never tired of sounding 
the praises .of his former master. Funty 
Munty, so he.was called, becanfe famous in 
the history of old Fayette on account of his in- 
teresting recoliections., He lived to ibe 116 
years of age, dying as recently as 1875. Ac- 
cording to the Fayette County records, Funty 
Munty was valued at sixty pounds in the 30's, 
but had fallen in value to ten pounds; at the 
opening of the Rebellion. ae 

For a town situated as Perryopolis is, away 
from all railroads, navigable streams or main 
thoroughiares, that might bring it a sort of 
transient importance, it is singularly. fortu- 
nate in histofical or generally interesting in- 
cident. In 1825 the popular Gen. Lafayette 
stopped there while on his famous tour of the 
States. From the porch of a building on one 
of the eastern sides Of the publid§square he 
addressed a multitude of people who had as- 
sem bled to give him welcome. Lafayette had 
promised to speak the same day at Rehoboth 
Church, six miles away, and so great was the 
enthusiasm that a chain of sentinels were sta- 
tioned ail along the road leading there. Each 
of the men passed the signal of Lafayette's 
starting from Perryopolis to Rehoboth by 
waving a red handkerchief to theother. In

A CURIOUS KANAKA CHARACTER. 


Bill Ragsdale, the Hawaiian Parliamentary 
Interpreter, S 

New York Sun: During the early years of 

Kalakaua’s reign and for some years preced- 

inga half white called “ Bill’? Ragsdale was 

the official interpreter in the elective branch 


of the Hawaiian, Parliament. Ragsdale 
had ae great natural aptitude for 
acquiring languages, and it was told 


of him that when he visited a French 
man-of-war the officers would not believe he 
had not been educated in Paris, and that the 
German navy officers wanted to bet that he 
had been educated from infancy in Berlin. 
He was quick-witted, eloquent, a fop in dress, 
and asa citizen a good-for-naught. His offi- 
cial duties required him to interpret the 
speeches of the natives into English and the 
speeches of the foreigners into Hawaiian. The 
latter was necessary, as many of the native 
members from districts remote from Hono- 
lulu and Hilo had little knowledge of any lan- 
guage but their own. The former duty, turn- 
ing the natives’ speeches into English, was 
seldom necessary, as the foreign members 
were, naturally, men who had been on the 
islands long enough to master the simple and 
easily acquired native language. But it was a 
duty Ragsdale loved, and its performance was 
asource of constant delight to the foreign 
members and spectators. His method was to 
interpret every two of three sentences, and he 
would sometimes suavely interrupt a native 
struggling in an impassable labyrinth of gut- 
turals and leave him there, in speechless 
amazement, while he launched into an elo- 
quent address on the beauties of a moonlight 
rainbow or some other equally unrelated sub- 
ject. Ora gray-haired member from Waiki- 
poo might arise in his place and explode a 
few gutturals which were to the effect that 
one of his oxen had been drowned in the 
Ulupelakua ford and he wanted to know when 
the government proposed to bridge that 
creek, Ragsdale would rise, bow tothe meim- 
ber, and proceed dramatically in some such 
manner as this: 

**'The distinguished and eloquent member 
from Waukipoo degires to direct the attention 
of the honorable members to what he aptly 
characterizes as their lamentable lapse from 
that high sense of |\duty which most distin- 
guishes the patriot/from: the politician. Not 
since the regretted days of Kamehameha I. of 
glorious memory, whose war club was as the 
thunderbolt, and whose canoes shimmered 
ofer the waters like the mysterious lights 
which beacon the spray as it dashes across 
the coral reef; not since the taboo was by 
royal edict placed on the religion of our fore- 
fathers and .we all became Christians by 
ukase: not since the enemies of the great 
Kamehameha fled in affright up the valley of 
Nuuanu and—fearing death less than the 
wrath of their pursuer—flung themselves 
over the Pali, where their bones in fantastic 
disarray strew the cruel rocks even now; not 
since the juice of the ava first made the sail- 
ors of Capt. Cook delirious with joy ; not since 
then has there been on all these islands a 
Kanaka so mad as was the honorable gentle- 
man from Waikipoo when his off ox sank in 
the treacherous sands where purl the waters 
of the Ulupelakua.”’ 

Then the member, delighted to hear that so 
little Hawaiian would make so much English, 
would utter a few more sentences. 

Ragsdale, in pretending to interpret this, 
would attribute to the member the latest 
good story the interpreter had probable heard 
on board some foreign man-of-war. When 
he had finished his story he would inform the 
mem ber that he was out of order, as the river 
and harbor improvement bill was not before 
the House; that the only bill before the House 
was Bill Ragsdale. He had many foppish. ec- 
centricities in dress, so no particular notiee 
wasitaken when Ragsdale began wearing one 
glove constantly, even when interpreting. 

He furnished an explanation of that when 
he gave himself up to the authorities asa 
leper and asked to be transported to Molokai. 
The fatal disease was manifest only on that 
hand he had kept gloved. . Through that hand 
a knife might have been run without Rags- 
dale feeling it. 
| He went to Molokai, where he lived several 
years, dying before Father Damien. That 
good priest gave testimorny that Ragsdale’s 
éxample in voluntarily goimg to Molokai did 
much to allay the discontent of others there 
and that he was.a cheerful, intelligent, and 
industrious aid to the priest in governing and 
earing for their unfortunate companions, 


MACHINE THAT HUNTS TREASURE, 


Soon to Be Tested in a Search for a 
Pirate’s Hoard on Cocos Island. 

San Francisco Chronicle: Peter Smith of 
Vancouver, B. C., has a mineral-locating ma- 
chine which he claims will enable him to find 
hidden treasure. The contrivance has not 
been perfected yet. At present it resembles 
a-wwooden box witha tin foghorn sticking 
through a Hole on one side and suspended 
from a string within the box. Mr. Smith was 
asked if he would practically test the ma- 
chine’s powers to locate the treasure, and he 
willingly consented, 

The inventor of the strange machine re- 
mained in the city while a number of curious 
citizens wrapped up $30 in silver, and going 
three miles from town hid the money beneath 
a bush in Stanley Park.

Erie, and proved successful, Meetings were 
held at Ballast Isle, which is called the home 
of the association, until 1802, when the ex- 
periment of holding the meet farther weat 
was tried, Lindenwald, a point on Lake Win- 
nebago, near Oshkosh, Wis., was selected, 
The meet was a great success in every way, 


drawing many recruits from Minnesota, 
Iowa, Itinois, Wisconsin, ‘and other 
Western States. It was an agreement 


that the association should go back to its 
home, Ballast Isle, in the summer of 1893, 
and the agreement was lived upto. The new 
recruits from the West could not afford the 


time and money to go so far East, how- 
ever, and the meeting in many re- 
spects was not as succssful as the one 


on Lake Winnebago. For this redson and 
also the knowledge of Madison’s superior 
advantages for such a meeting it was not 
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Under date of Jan. 20, 1876, no less a poet 
than Henry W. Longfeliow wrote:

Indeed, in dealing with this Four Lakes 
region it is hard to break out of the poetic 
atmosphere which seems to surround it. But, 
to force the prosaic, let us deal with the loca- 
tion of the camp of the canoeists. This loca- 
tion has already been determined upon. The

Point,.a graceful, narrow strip of land run- 
ming far out into Lake Mendota on the west- 
ernishore, Mendota is the largest and in 
many respects the most beautiful of the chain 
of lakes. Its grand sunset effects are famous. 
From few points on the lake are these etfects 


more pronounced than from ‘the place where 
the canoeists’ camp will be located. 
' Lake, Mendota hasa periphery of about 


twenty miles and covers an area of 
nearly sixteen square miles, Its long- 
est diameter bears due east and west 


and is six miles in length, while the transverse 
diameter is over four miles long. The water 
in the lake is cold and pure, and every foot of 
its surface is navigable. More boats ply its 
waters than are on any of the other lakes, and 
irom the beginning of spring to the end of 
fall many hundreds of pleasure boats, ex- 
curfsion steamers, sailing yachts, steam, 
electric, and naphtha launches, canoes, and, in 
fact, nearly every known species of lake craft 
dot its bogom. Itis upon Mendota that the 
University of Wisconsin crews do ail their 
The ’Varsity boathouse, which is 
the most imposing similar college structurein 
the country, is directly opposite Picnic Point, 
on the city shore, and may prove very con- 
venient for the campers. 

Pi¢nic Point is private property and its 


owner has hitherto seldom if ever allowed 
it to be used fur camping purposes. He, 
however, declares that he is anxious to allow 
such an organization as the Western Canoe 
Association to take possession of it, and, 
moreover, desires to do whatever else he can 
to make the meet a success, Picnic Point 
proper, where the camp will be established, 
contains about four acres of land and is al. 
most entirely surrounded by water. It will 
afford the vanoeists absolute seclusion from 
intruders, while at the same time they will be 
in a position which commands a magnificent 
view of Madison, with the noble dome of the 
State Capitol towering on the highest hill 
and the stately university buildings lying 
hard by. They will be practically in touch 
with civilization and yet out of its reach, a 
blissful condition of things for men from 
crowded cities on an outing. 

North of the point is one of the most shape. 
ly bays imaginable, and in this is an ideal 
bathing beach. ‘Tle the south is another bay 
of great extent and beauty. and off the point 

stretching farin all directions is an ex- 
nse of water that is calculated to instill en- 
usiasm imto any sailor or paddler. Ex.

THE BRIDGE OF SIGHS AT VENICE, 


The Famous Archway Around Which Ro- 
mance Thickly Clusters, 


Newcastie Chronicle: In the heart of Ven- 
ice, between the magnificent. Palace of the 
Doges and the grim walls of the old prison, 
flow the dark waters of the Rio del Palazzo: 
and across the canal stretches the Bridge of 
Sighs—connecting link between the splendors 
of a palace and the terrors of the dungeon, 
the torture chamber, and the heading block. 
One of the most noticeable points about this 
bridge is the fact that it is closed in, thus

proving all stories of suicides committed 
from it to be fabulous. 

_ This fact robs the Bridge of Sighs of one of 
its most romantic associations—of its pretty 
legends of grief-laden mortals heaving their 
last sigh upon its parapet and ending their 
sorrowing lives in the black waters beneath 
it. From without the bridge, with its arch- 
like form, its ornamental stonework, its gro- 
tesquely carved heads, and its small, square 
windows filled in with iron tracery. presents a 
rather fine appearance, but the interior is 
strictly devoid of ornament and has not the 
slightest pretensions to beauty. 

During our visit to Venice, of course. we in- 
cluded the Doge’s Palace and the dungeons in 
our program, After wandering for some 
time through the vast halls and beautiful sa- 
loons of the old Venetian palace we passed 
over the Bridge of Sighs on our way to the 
gioomy cells. The bridge seemed to be little 
more than a narrow passage between two 
thick walls uf stone, and unless you stepped 
up on to the slightly raised stonework which 
runs along beneath the tiny windows on either

side and caught a glimpse of the canal with- 
out, you might easily take it for an ordinary 
passage within the palece. 

At the far end of the bridge our progress 
was barred by a grim-looking oaken door— 
nail-studded, age-blackened, and ot immense 
thickness—guarding the entrance to the dun- 
geons. Our guides cameto ahalt. There 
was a jingling of keys, a lighting of torches, 
then the great door swung siowly back and 
we passed into the darkness beyond. When 
next we passed the ancient door and crossed 
the Bridge of Sighs it was with the memory of 
those terrible ceils, those fearful dungeons, 
where the hapless prisoners endured the most 
horrible tortures that tyranny could devise or 
brutality inflict. 

I remember strolling, on the last evening of 
our holiday in Venice, along the Piazza San 
Marco and making my way to the Ponte della 
Pagiia to take a farewell look at the Bridge 
of Sighs, It was asummer evening, hot and 
sultry, while the fast-gathering clouds, dense 
and inky, betokened an approaching storm.

Two silver certificates of this value lack the 
silk threads of the genuine, and a third is not 
only a quarter of an inch too short itself, but 
makes Hancock’s head considerably smaller 
and narrower than it appears in the true bill. 

A $1 certifi¢ate also lacks the silk thread, 
and $1 counterfeit Treasury notes, A, B, C,

“What year did Capt. Finch of the Vin- 


cenres meet Kapiolani?”’ 


“In 1829. She entertained him most 
hospitably and saw him sail away. On taking 


his departure Kapiolani exclaimed, * Aloha,’ 


meaning love and good-by, whereupon the 
Captain expressed to the interpreter the great- 
est pleasure at having met her. On receiving 
this meseage the chiefess clasped her hands 
and with tears in her eyes exclaimed: ‘ His 
happiness cannot equal ours, which is that of 
captives freed from prison.’ 

‘Chiefs akin to Kapiolani received the 
good news into their hearts and exerted 
their powerful influence for the wel- 
fare of their people. Drunkenneéss and 
gambling became extremely rare, and the 
same may be said of theft and crimes of 
violence. Christian marriage became estab- 


-lished, Christian family life was developed 


more and more, and vice was driven into se- 
cret places, Life and property became as 
safe as anywhere in the world, and primary 
education was universally diffusea, By the 
benign influence of Christianity the poor serfs 
were emancipated, were made landowners in 
fee simple, and were freely given the right of 
suffrage and all the rights secured by our fore- 
fathers at Runnymede.”’ 

Evolution of a Constitutional Government, 


‘How was a constitutional government 
evolved and what causes leito the late revo- 
tions ?”’ 

** lt was a difficult experiment to carry on a 
constitutional government of the Angio-Saxon 
type with a mixed population like t of the 
islands, but it was undertaken by a group of 
men of rare ability, and for thirty years it ap- 
peared to be fairly successful. Both King 
Kamehameha III. and his advisers saw that in 
order to maintain an independent govern- 
ment it was necessary to combine the native 
and foreign elements in one comimon organi- 
zation for the good ofall. He and the next 
two Kings of the Kamehameha dynasty had 
some conception of their position as constitu- 
tional sovereigns and of the proper policy to 
be pursued toward foreigners. They did not 
regard themselves ag merely Kings of the 

geuerally 


native Hawaiians, and they 
exercised their powers in. accordance 
with English precedents. They availed 


themscl ves of the advice and assistance of the 
best white men in the country, without whom 
the experiment would have failed in ‘the out- 
set. During-the reign of Kamehameha V. a 
reactionary tendency began to show itself 
among the natives, and the former good 
understanding between the races began to be 
impaired. One cause of this was the with- 
drawal of the American Board of Missions. 
It was a fatal mistake. Thus passed away a 
class of white men who were unselfishly de- 
voted to the interests of the natives, and who 
possessed their confidence. They acted as 
mediators between the natives aud that por- 
tion of the white population which had less 
regard for their rights and welfare. . 

‘* Another cause was the premature extinc- 
tion of the order of chiefs, who were the nat- 
ural leaders of their race, and whose part 
could not be filled by plebeians or foreigners. 
The scourge of leprosy, which has compelled 
the enactment of severe segregation laws, has 
helped to widen the breach between the races. 
The consequences were seen| in the lawless- 
ness and race hatred that broke out in Luna- 
lilo’s reign.”’ 

Reign of Kalakaua. 

‘Will you briefly sketch the reign of 
Kalakaua?”’ 

‘* During Kalakaua’s reign there was an ex- 
traordinary development of the resources of 
the country, produced by foreign enterprise 
and capital, and a large increase of the for 
eign element in the population. King Kala- 
kaua. however, seemed to consider himself as 
merely a Hawaiian chief, and to regard the 
white residents as alien invaders. His object 
seemed to be to change the system of govern- 
ment into an Asiatic despotism like that of 
Johore, and to deprive the white race in time 
of all voice in its administration. He made 
systematic efforts to demoralize the native 
population by the revival of sorcery, by re- 
moving the prohibition of the sale of liquor 
to the natives, and by fomenting race hatred 
and jealousy under the guise of ‘national ‘ 
feeiing. He abused his appointing power 
without stint, and packed-the Legisla- 
ture with subservient officeholders, He em- 
ployed carpet-bag adventurers and renegade 
whites as Cabinet Ministers to carry out his 
schemes. At last his conduct becaine so In- 
farmous that an apewing in 1887 of neariy 
the whole foreign population. of every nation- 
ality, together with the better class of natives, 
took place. It compelled the King to signa 
revised Constitution which put an-end to per- 
sonal rule and gave the white element a voice 
in the government. By this instrument the 
administration was placed in the hands of a 
Cabinet responsible only to the Legislature, 
while officeholders were madé fneligibie to 
seats in that body. The remaining three and 
a half years of his reign | teemed with con- 
spiracies and intrigue to restore /autocratic 
government, in which his sister, the ex-Queen, 
is known to have had an important part. 

Regarding the Last Revolution. 
‘What of the ex-Queen and the last revo- 
tion?” 
i Grave apprehensions were felt at her ac- 
cession to the throne, which were partially re- 
lieved by her promptly taki 
maintain the Constitution of 1887. In her 
published statement she affirme that she 
signed it unwilling:y. The Supreme Court 
decided that the late Cabinet had expired with 
the King. This gave her an opportunity to 
dictate terms to the incoming Cabinet and to 
secure control of appointments. Her first 
condition was that the notorious favorite, C. 
should be appointed Marshal, 


B. Wilson, 
with control over the whole police force of 
the kingdom. He surrounded himself. witha 
gang of disreputable characters and asso- 


ciated openly with notofious opium smug- 
giers, while opium Ege os gambling housts, 
ete., flourished with the connivance of his 
lice.

BEDS FOR THE WEARY 


PROVISION OIVILIZATION MAKES FOR 
TTS WELL-BARNED REPOSE. 


Ever Since Man Began to Feel the Need of 


Sleep He Has Been Busy Arranging for 
His Hours of Rest—History of Couches 
Runs Far Back into Remote Anti uity 
How the Greeks and Romans k 
Their SiestaeRough Beds on Which 
Primitive Peoples Lie. 


Who that has lodged at farmhouses where 
the host was well-to-do but can recall with 
distinctness the bare white walis, the carpet- 
less floor, and sparse furniture and unaired 
bed of the guest chamber? 

In this great city, where there is great 
rivalry in display, one will often find parlor 
and sitting-room cozily if not richly fur- 
nished; while the remainder of the home is 
denied all semblance of luxury. The well-to- 
(lo, the “comfortably off,’ and the rich af- 
fect beds of brass and sweet-smelling woods, 
with pillows of eiderdown and coverlets of 
Satin, ana all possible adornments that ease 
and taste may suggest, but the “‘ people,” and 
thousands who might well afford to do so, as 
— do not invite sleep by offering downy 

-ds. 

Yet man spends fully one-third of his time 
in bed, and the comfort of repose evoked 
from Sancho Panza a blessing upon him who 
invented sleep. The bed is coincident with 
man’s appearance on earth. Adam prepared 


a sleeping place for himself and his mate jn 


Eden, and when expelled from that peaceful 
abode found soft grasses upon which to lie 
while the stars gleamed above him, 

Story of the Pillow. 

The pillow, even, is of great antiquity. 
Jacob, when fleeing from the just wrath of 
Esau, stopped over at BetKel, where he rested 
his head upon a stoné, and in his dream there 
came to him the heavenly vision of the lad- 
der and ascending ‘and descending angeis. 
The African is about the only being who re- 
jects this artificial appliance, and his repre- 
sentatives in the South during the slavery 
days preferred an inclined plane, a sort of 
tree dug-out, before the best goose-down bed 
and bolster. 

It is possible that man holds fast to custom 
as well as to hereditary taints, and that begin- 
ning with a roosting place in the branches of 
trees, for Darwin insists that the progenitor 
of the human race was an arboreal creature, 
his evolution has been slow. The Russian 
peasant is well content with his woolen couch, 
the Norwegian snugly ensconces - himseif 
atop his stove of bri¢k, the Arab betakes him 
to the bosom of mother earth after a temper- 
ate night-cup of opium, and the Indianz of the 
great valley of the Amazon roll away in 
swinging rustic hammocks suspended from 
tree-boughsa. 

Still developments should not have been 
slow. Man is imitative and all the animate 
world about him has from the beginning 
sought and found resting places many of 
them of intinite beanty and grace, as the ex- 
quisitely graceful pendant of the brilliant 
oriole and the highly ornamented nest of the 
the Australian bowerbird. The home of the 
stork may be cumbersome. yet it is certainly 
comfortable. Many of the insects take lodg- 
ing in beautiful perfumed flowers and those 
which retire to coffin-like cocoons make them 
with intricate care and at great expense of 
time and labor. 

Like the fox, the lion, and the bear, so the 
agile gibbon and the fierce gorilla have their 
places for rest and dreams, for brutes do 
dream as well as man. 

A soft bed and luxurious surroundings may 
not bring refreshing sleep to troubled con- 
sciences, bot they undeniably contribute to 
that end, Medical science declares that night- 
mare is largely dune to discomfort in bed. 
This being true, what an epidemic of horrible 
dreams must assail the Italians, who, like 
their Roman ancestors, still incline to broad 
couches, but actually stuff them with ** husks 
of tall. yellow corn.’ Better than this isthe 
sleeping place of the Papuan, which is but the 
hollowed out half of a tree trunk. 


Sleep Should Be Comfortable. 


Sleep is or should bea period of absolute 
rest forthe body.and it is not possible to 
enjoy one’s self upon the rack, It is not well 
to hoid sacred everything which long custom 
sanctions. The domestic cat carries out this 
idea when it persists in describing two or 
three circles before retiring, merely because 
its Egyptian ancestor. which lived in the 
marshes, was under the necessity of heaping 
up a bed of rushes for its lodging place. Man 
not beinga cat is capable of advancement. 
His luxury should begin with his bedchamber 
and kitchen, and then might follow his draw- 
ing-room, 

The East has given mankind all its gods 
and thither we go for everything just as the 
Wise Men for the natal spot of the Savior.
